When I ralke of Painters, I meane not the ridiculous fraternitie of filly 
Wall-waſhers : neither doe I ener once thinks of our loftie rimers,when 1 make 
mention of Poets, Yet awall my bee colored by an elegant Painter , but the 
Coxcerte and elegancie is more then the colour : and poets (ſeeking as well to

Ny, Pythagoras himſelfe by his ſymbolicall kinde of teaching, as alſo Plato 
by his concettedparables and allegoricall diſcourſes mhis bookes called, Phe- 
drus, T imans, and Sympoſium, may make any man beleene, that as the lear- 
ed Indians, Ethiopians, and o/E EJPriens kept their dottrme religiouſly ſe- 
ret far feare of prophanation, ſo the Grecians by their example, hane wrapped 
wp in tales,ſuch ſweete inuentions, as of the learned wnfolder may well be dee- 
med wonderfull though to a vulgar conceit,they ſceme but frenolus imaginati- 
ons. Tea that ſong of rhe moit miſe Salomon,called for the excellencie there- 
of the ſong of ſonos, is altogether mysticall and allegoricall , leait any man 
thinke my ſpeech but atale, in attributing ſo much to poeticall tales : which, 
mee thinkes, may well bee compared to ſweete grapes conered wth leauts and 
braches.or to the old Sileni,which being but ridiculous in ſhew, did yet inward- 
hy conteme the ſacred image of ſome God.

z; barne to aye, the third was named Morta.of the Latyne Mors, which figni- 
feth Death, regreſentedby the thirdfatall Lady, Claudian i» his Poeme de 
raptu Proſcrpinz, maketh them all atterd oz Pluto, ſoc doth Fulgentius , be- 
cauſe therr dominion 1s moſt oner theſe terreſtrial ard inferior bedtes, figured 
by Pluto and 1:5 infernall kingdome. Apayne, theſe Ladyes drawe foorth the 
threede of mans fyfe, and mans lyfe ts lorg or ſhort, according as the body ts 
ed of ſtrong or weake matter, which, earthly matter is ſubieft to Pluto. 

The firſt hath care of mans byrth, the ſecond of his lyfe,the third of death. The 

firſt is yous, the ſecond of myaale age, the third very owlde : the yong Lady 
holdeth the diſt affe and draweth the flaxe, the myddle hath a þyndle and win- 
d:thwp the thredde, the owld ſiſter with her A ſnapper the threed: in 
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two. Homer in his hynme t4 Mercury maketh them Winged, for tyme flye:h,avd 
death draweth on. They are here ſayd to be borne of Chaos, ſth in that firſt di- 
ftenition and ſeparation of things out of that confuſed heape and Maſſe, enery 
particular matter bad his peculierdeſteny allotted wnto it : others would hawe 
them tobe borne of Ercbus(the myſt hidden and remote part of the earth) and 
ef Darchnes : that, by the obſcurity of the father and mother, wee Wi) imagine 
how difficult nay how impoſſible a thing it 15, to ſearch out the hidden cauſes of 
Deſteny. There bee alſo ſome that make them the daughters of Tupiter and 


Themis, the rulers and diretters of fatall initice and vnmerſall pronidence. 


Flato i» the tenth booke of his common wealth, maketh them the daugh- 
ters of ineuttable Neceſſuy, placing between their knees,the great Spindle of a- 
Aimant, reaching from the aritike to the antaritihe Pole: - Mk fit or: a throne, 
equally diſtant one from an other, conered with white roabes,crowned with dia- 
demes, ſinging proportionably to the heauens harmony, things that are paſt, 
preſent and to come: they all ioyntly togeather with their mother Neceſſuy, 
rurne this ſpindle , Clotho with the right hand, Lachelis with the left, Atto- 
pos with both, as appeareth there in bt LO yore plentifull in imitation wher- 
of, 45 ſhould ſeeme, Ouid in the laſt book, of his transformations, bringeth in 
Jupiter talking with Venus concerning the immutable decrees of the f mex= 


orable Ladies, written in Iron,braſſe,and Adamant.

The two laſt childrenof Demogorgon, were Fther and Dies, the ſuperi- 


rior region of the ayre and the brightnes of the day: who, of brother and ſiſter, 
became mg. zlius or Czlus, the heaven: which name 
was firft attributed to Vranius, Father of Saturnus,k/ng of Creete, Thus V ra- 
nius, for his exeellency, was deemed rather celeſtiall,(as his name importeth ) 
then any earthly creature : repreſenting that ethereal purity by his divine 
w:{cdo me, and the celeitiall light and brightnes, by his vertuoms conner ſation: 
this is the hiftoricall ſence : now for the Allegoricall concept, it is moit ma- 
nifcſt : for Czlus,the heanen, including and concluding exery thing, « there- 
fore called the ſonne of FEther and Dies, for that his nature is ethereall by 
reaſon of his of ſubrile ard ſpiritallper ſþicuity ; andalſo bright and l:ght- 
ſome by the plentifull and abundant l:ght of thoſe ſo my radiant ſtarres 
wherewith it 1s ſmeetly garniſhed. «And as Vranius himſelf for his vertue n as 
called Cxlus,hearten, f-4 Veſta hz wife, becauſe ſhe was a fruitefull and happy 
mother, was called Terra, the Earth. Of theſe two, Saturnus was born, wholy 
edditted to huſbandry and tilling of the earth, and of nature ſlowe and heawy, 

like the earth. eAllegorically thus; Saturnus is Sonne to Cxlus, becauſe he 1s 
the firſt Planete, and neareſt to the highest heauen, Hes alſo ſomne to the 

earth, as in moſt of his naturallproprieties reſembling the earth. Firſt his co- 


lar tipale and leader, like the earth: Secondly, as the earth of all other Ele-

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wents is moſt grofſe and bearcy, ſor! Saturne amory other Planets is moſt flowe 
. © #n finiſhing his regolution, as requiring full thirty yeares for the accompliſhing 
of the ſame ; whereas Jupiter exaeth his in twelue yeares, Mars tn rwo,So!, Vie- 
nus, axd Mercury in one, and Luna, the Afoone, in oe moneth only. Thirdly 
Saturne by his imfluenceworketh ſuch a conſtitution and temperature in mens 
bodies. as is altogeather arreeablewith the qualities of the earth ,towet! e.cald 
and dry, mak;ng them in whom he js predonsmant, ſ24, melanciolicall, grane, 
heauy, pale, g1nen to haſbandry,burlding, and ſuch lthe exerciſes. tereupou 
he ts jigured as an old2 9141, ſad, extl- fauoyrea, muſing, badly cloxthed, with a 
Fre in his hand, a fit inſtrument for his earthly practiſe. He afordeth a rea- #/ 
cling wit , profound cogitations , perfe:t knowledge, ſage a»d yrane advite, 
conſtancy of minde and perſeuerance : by rexſon that the earthly natare of his 
muther 15qualified and tempered with that of his celeſtiall Father. Lftly, as . 
6? his Father he cauſ#th perfeition and excellency of minde, ( by his matherhe- 
:5 the author of deformity and deſtruttion of the body, | 
His wife was called Ops, his owne ſiſter ,borne of the ſame Father and Ms- 
ther. A llegorically, Opes frenifieth help or aſſiſtance, noting the ayde and frr- 
"Yherance of the earth herſelf towards the fin of fyldes, building of howſes, 
a4 founding of Cities. Soe 1s ſhe worthily both ſiſter to Saturne, 4s borne of 
Cx!us, whoſe influence is the beſt mainteyner bath of huſbandry and earthly 
hb ations : and alſo wife to Saturne, for that as he ts the agent, ſoe herſelf is 
the patient in huſbandry ard fortification. Saturne berefiku father Cxlus of 
thoſe mſtruments which are fit for generation: Cronos, that xs, Satume, 
time, time 1s phe meaſurer of the worlds mation ; therfore as one world, foe one 
time,one Saturne ; avd Calus car get no more like bim, fith all ts now ſpend 
a1 conſumed pon him, Saturne fearing the predittton of Oracles, that his 
owne ſonne ſhouldexpell bim ont of his pon ſpy nlting wth his brother 
Titan, reſolued todenonre all the ſonnes,that his wife Opis Mould beare wito 
hum; and for that intent commannaed hey to ſhew him enery childe immeais.:tvy 
afl.er the birth thereof. She firſt brogght foorth Jupiter and Iuno: Tuno bers 
a p1rle, and therefor: 10t tobe decanred, was preſented to her Father : but Tu- 
puer was preſeried from hs rat and fury by the noy ſe of Cymbails & Ta- 
b:rs, which ſoe poſſeſſed Saturne his exres, that he heard not the yong infant 
Tupitcr,cry. Saturne angrily and earneſtly demaunding where he was hu wife

Saturnez; cmped to 4 ſwift corſer, when his wife tooke himdallying with 
Philyra, of whom he begat Chiron the Centaure as hereafter will appeare. 

Thus hawe wee the good olde Saturne in his raggs, with his foure chil- 
dren before him, hrs conſuming ſth tn his rioht hand,a::d a ſtore conered with 
cloth put to his mouth,with the left hand. 

O:«t of Euſebius, be may be thur alſo figured : himſe!fe coneredwith a lorg 
roabe : two eyes before,as many behinde : of which forre, two did exerwatch, 
whilest other twa ſlept : foure wings were fattned ro bis ſhoulders, two ſpread 
foorth as though hewere ready to x te pluckt in,as though he meant to ſtand 
frill : he hadalſo twowings at bis head, The fore eyes andwings note, that 
Time though it ſeeme to ſleepe, yet abwaies watcheth and yet ſo watcheth,as it 
ſeemeth ſtill to firepe : and, as it ftandeth, it flyeth away, and yet in flying, af- 
ter a manner ſtandeth ſtill. The twowingsat his head are ſid torepreſent the 
anrelleftuall facultie and reaſonable power of mans mind:, the old Philoſophers 
being of opinion,that the ſoule receaned from Saturnes ſpheare,the gift of rea- 
ſon and intelligence,

But all this while we forget the poore Prometheus, nho yet yeth groaning 
on the mountayne Caucalus, far ſtealing fre from heanen to make hu 1may e 
tyuc : and taketh it very unk:ndely, that we haue.mm this creation of theworld, 
made noe mention of him, by whoſe bold enterpriſe, Mar, the beſt part of the 
worldwas both framed firſt, an4 qurckned afterwards. Minerua, lyking Vro- 
methcus h:s woorke, bad him 1che what he would that was in heaucn,to fur- 
niſh his begun t oorkmanſhip : he aunſwering, that, vnles hewere there to ſee 
wharwas in heazen fit for his purpoſe, he could deſire no certeyne thing, was 
brought wp thither by Minerua : where; ſeeing exery thins quickned with 
fire, hg drene ſecretly neere to the Chariot of the Sunne, and thence kindled a 
fſticke, and with that fire gaue life to his image. 

Hiſtorically, Promethcus is ſayd ro be the firſt who made any imave of may, 
of clay, whence this poeticall imagmation tooke his beginning ,and by continu- 
ance of time orewe to this(by the accuſtomed polices of the olde d:ceaning ſer- 
pert, who is ener ready to further eAtheiſme and jdolatry )that Prometheus 
was hon2ured as a God, cd had Temples dedicated, and eAltars eretled for 
bis ſernice accordingly. e A's apeareth by Pauſanias, who reporteth,that in the 
Acaaemy of Athens, there was an altar conſecrated unto Prometheus, aud 
that at crtaine times apointed for that purpoſe, dixeers men came thither, ard 
there lighted a number of burning brands, running with them one after an o- 
ther all inarowe to Athens, in ſuch ſort, that whoſoeuer carzed his fire brand 
burning quite to the Citie, was reputed Vittor : and rf any mans brana were 
exting«:ſhe4or put ont by the ay. he gaue place to hu fellow folowing, 
Allegorically, Prometheus #5 the fore-ſeeing and forehnowing of thinges 
before they come to paſſe( for ſoe the very woord importeth, ) as Epimetheus «x 
the knowledge which we get by the end and euent of things already pait & gone, 
whoſe dzghrer ts Repentance.

Beſides theſe rurall Gods, the 
auncient Poets perceauing that there was alife-ginmg moyiture and efficacie 
of humor, in trees, hilles, ſeas, flouds, lakes, wells, and ſuch like, hawe adoynted 
them their ſenerall Nimphes and Deitics,as Ladies of the ſame , hereof came 
theſe names, Dryades, Hamadryades, Ephidryades, Orcades, Napez, 
Naiades, Limniades,ard ſich others.

Allegerically , Tupirer neteth the 
celeftinlla::d fierie region, luno the ayrie and infirivr- and berawuſe that cele- 
fſtiallis immediatly conioynedwith thisterreftriall,(and either of them is light 
ard yeelding, lewis & mobilis) they are called brother and ſitter : and fich 
the celeftrall by reaſon of his heate is the agent and the inferior becauſe of her 
moyiture the patient or recipient, they be therefore alſo Mm and Wife , for 
without heate and moyiture no [hr 00m Bur of loues mariage it were 
fitter time to ſpeake when uno his Wife comes in place.

Io herſclfe was afrerwards amtong them honored for a goddeſſe, by the name 
of lis. eAnd becarfe rhe et gyptians,m reſpett of huſbardrie, did with d:- 
ine ſernice and ceremonies wed a Cow, thereupon the fable' taoke his 
grewmd,that Tobeing ſtolre by Iupiter, was transformed to a Cow." The in- 
prejſion of 4 Cowes hoof*, reſezableth a greeke © with an 1 in the middle : 
mhereupon i is ſaid, that I9 with her foo'e wrote her name on the banke of her 

fathers brocke, Natalis Comes maketh this ethicall moralization of it, 
T he cedr5ttall and heauenly power in. Man, called reaſon or und:ritandin '", 
Fegnred by Mercurius, doth moderate , pacifie , and temper all thoſe tnor- 
cmnte motion; and affections proceeding from that ather facultie of the nuinde, 
proxcing to wrath an1 anger.

Iupiter coxnexed away Europa, Agenors daughter in a Ship callca, T he 
Bull , which was tbe cauſe why hee is ſide to rautſh her by transforming 
himſeife into a Bull. In that hee was turned to a golden ſhowre to obtame 
Danae : we any golde oxerruleth,and that,as Cicero fomewhere faith, A- 
ſellus auro onuſtus in caſtellum aſcendere poteſt , an afſe loaden with 
golde will enter any ftrong holde. Or elſe, Danae may repreſent mans ſoule, 
ard Tupiters golden ſbowre, the celeftiall grace and influence derined into 
vr mindes from aboue, Niobe , for her exceſſive pride aud contempt of 
God, is worthily plagued, yea ſo extreamely plagued in thoſe very thinges 
wherein fhe chiefely vaunted, that far very anouiſh of heart and wntoler a= 
ble woe, ſhee is ſaide to bee turned to 4 dull and ſenceles marble /tone. The 
like miſchife befell Arachne , who being endued with excellent qualities, 
thought ſcorne of the goddeſſe which was her good CMistreſſe , and might 
haue beene her patyoneſje; and was therefore transformed to a ſpyaer. 

Elpinus hawing concluded this diſcourſe, it was commanndedby the Lt- 
ay regent , that | DA" Iuno was by nature and mariage contoyned with 
Jupiter, they ſponldolſo ioyntly be remembred, before any other of Saturns 
broode were medled withall. Fuluia therefore being apoynted for this nar- 
ration, for that ſhee conld net readily call to minde any memorable tal: of 
Juno herſelfe, ſang as foloweth of n Nymph Eccho, who was alwaies ta- 
her to be lunocs Loghte,

Yetſoc loueles a looke,ſo-prowd and ſcorneful a countnance, 
That Nymphes and Ladies, Varciic dayly refuſed, 
Eccho once aday, the reſounding Eccho, that aunſwers; 
Eucry queſtion aske, and yer no queſtion asketh, 
Saw this gallant youth, as he hunted adeere by the forrelt, 
Ecchothetatling Nymph was atrue bodie then,nor an onely 
Voyce,asnow: although eu'n then that yoyce was abridged 
Like as now :and this was done by [wo the Empreſle, 
Mother, asit was thought, to the prating Dandiprat Eccho. 
For when [oe with Nymphs himſelfe did meane torecomfort 
Hereandthere bythe woods, and fetch his flings bythe forrefts, 
Shce with along diſcourſe her mother Juno dereigned, 
Till Nymphs all were gone, aud /awes denotion ended. 
Iwno perceauing thele tricks, cutſhortthe deluding 
Tong of pratling elf: yer pratling elfthusabridged 
Oftoo much tatling and babling in the beginning, 
Vſeth her ould cuſtome, by redoubling words in an ending, 
Therefore when ſhe ſee's Narciſis goeto the forreſt, 
Step forſtep thither by a ſecrerpath ſhe repayreth, _

Eccho,theſe laſt words with molt affection hearing, 
Anſwered him fue times, Ler's meete, and both be together, 
And ſoe runsto the boy, in a fond conceipt, trothe bales 
Clips him faſt by the neck, and offers friend'y to kiſle him, 
But prowd boy, as prowd as fayre, disdaintuiy frowning, 
Flies from her embracements,and ſayes, Let greedie devouring 
Boares and beares be my graue, it I eueryceld to thy pleaſure, 
Eccho ſayd nothing, but, I euer yeeld to thy pleaſure, 
And,for griete a F ſhameto be tootoo proudly repulſed, 
Hides her-ſelfe in woods and caues, and dweisby he deſerts, 
And yetloues him (till, ill pines with vnhappily loving, 
Careful loue, andflceples cares brought Eccho to nothing, 
Nothing bur bare bones with an hollow heauie reſounding. 
For fleſh was cleanc gone,and quite conſum'd toa powder, 
And life-giuing blood went all to an ayre from a vapor.

His tale being thus tolde by Fuluia, Elpinus tooke occaſion thereby to d:ſ< 
courſe of luno much after this manner. Iuno, Ioues on and ſiſter, as [ 
ſaydbefore, us the Lady of mariage, and goxerneſſe of child-birth,called theres , 
fore Lucina, a Luce, ſich ſhe , as acwleſtiall midvife, helpeth to bring forward 
the children in lucem, into light. Theſeproprieties are aſſigned vnto her , for 
that ſhe reſembleth the vertue and efficacy of the ayre,and al this inferior com+ 
poſition,as [ haxe already tolde. Oceanus and Thetis broyght her wp: the ayre 
is made of water rarified and ſubtiled. She brought foorth Vulcan w#to Tu- 
piter : the ayre incenſed and made hoate, breedeth fire. Homer maketh Tupi- 
ter binde Juno with a golden chayne, hanging two great maſſes of /ron at her 
heeles, and that ſhe thus tied could be looſed - none , but by himſelf: Juno 
the ayre; the two weights of Iron, be the earth and water, betweene which two 
& £ ſuperior bodies ſhe hangeth chayned: & this golden chayne ts the coha- * 
rent concatenation and depending of things vr.ited ſoin order, as none but only 
the almightylupiter cax diſſolue the ſame. The Peacock ts Junoes bird, avd

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draweth her chariot: Juno: & the goddeſſe of riches and honour , which are 
as plorious in ſhew, and as tranſitorie in truth,as the Peacoks fpotred rrayne, 
pe. make men as prowd ard inſolent, as a Peacocke, which in a vaunting and

Cillaſate her do:xn,then a mayd,now changd to amonſter, 
Satc her downon a banck with ſca-borne Dame G.:luhea, 
Down on a flowing banck, notfar from ſulphurus «/£tna. 
And there gan to recount ten thouſand wilie deuiles, 
Wherewith poore young youths in {cornful fort ſhe deluded. 
Yea, but alas, ſayd then,with a far-fer figh Galathea, 
They that ſceke thy loue, yet ſuffer dayly repulles, 
Beare mens face,mens heart,and fo ate lately repulled. 
But G.4latheathe wretch, (0 woful wretch Galathea ) 
Could not auoydleawd luſt and rage of lout Polyphemn,

Thus contemning that which after proucd a true-tale, 
Either in helliſh caues his diw'liſh carkas he rouzeth, 
Or, by the thaking ſhore and ſea-fide lazily Rtalkerh, 
Or, very rockesthem{clues with a lubbers burden he cruſheth, 
There was a hill, that ſtretche with ſharpned point ro the ſcea-ward, 
And had both his ſides with Neptune dayly bedaſhed: 
Hirher he climes,and here his cart-load lims he repoſeth, 
Here his fellow Goates, and Rams, and Sheepe he beholdeth:

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Then ſtraight vp-mounting plante-tree,more cleare they a Chriſtall

And, (!o thatthou ul Be t poore woorme Polyphemmns ) 
More deare then Diamond to the ouing woorme Poy/phemar. 
And yetmore|ſtubborne then an vntam'de Ox,Ga/athea, 
More light then fſoating billowes,morc hard then an aged 
Oake,more rude then a rock,more tough then twig of a Willoy, 
More violent then ſtreame of a brooke,more herce then a wilde-tre, 
More ſharpe andpticking then thorns, more prowd then a Peacock, 
More ſpiteful then atroaden ſnake,more cur[t then a whelping 
Beare,more deafe then ſeaes, and (which moſt greeues Polyphemms ) b 
More {wift-pac'tthen a Hart,then winged windes, Galathea. 
O,but alas,run not, looke back, and know T'o/yphemas. 
My bowre with nine rocks and mounts is mightily yawted, 
That ſcalding ſunbeames in ſummer neuer aptoach it, 
Andbluſtring tempeſts in winter neuer anoy it: 
| My trees bend with fruite, my vines are cueraboundin

Flocks of ſheepe,nota ſheepe did I eucr prooue to be fruitles,

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And yong kydsI'doe keepe,kyds and lambs both of a ycauing, 
Milke I doc neuer want,and partI reſerue tobe drunken, 
Part in curds and cheeſe, with thrift I prepare to be eaten, 
Neither ſhall my loue Galatheabe only preſented 
With birds nea[ts,kyds,doucs,and {uch like paltery (tale-(tuffe, Pa

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By cach carters ſwaine : Polyphemaus found on a mountaine 
Two braue yong Beare-whelps,cither ſo like toan other, 
That who marks not well,will ſoone take one fot an other : 
Theſe did I tinde of late,and theſe doe I keepe for a token, 
Forto be playfellowes for my bonilaſle Galathea, 
O then {corne not me,ſcorne not my puiftes, Galathea; 

This body thalbethy {poylc,andthis bloud ſhalbe thy bootie, 
Thefe ſheepe ſhalbe thy goods,andthele hills ſhalbe thy dowry. 
Sweete pig,{cornenot mee; for I know myſelfe'to be comely, 
Often Iiooke in alake,an ſer my lelfe by a fiſhpond, 
Making mine owne eycs of mine owneeyes the beholders, 
And when1lee my face,Idelitemy face to be ſecing. 
Looke how big I doc looke, how _ andſtordily ſquared, 
Mark how mightyI am: nothundring /ove in Olympus, 
(You fooles tell many tales ofa thundring [owein Olympes ) 
No greatthundring /oxe is greater then Polyphemms.

My Flcſh'shard indeede, al! ouer-grown with abriſtled

By takins Polypheme, belt ympe of Seacs,for a husband, 
Haue allo Neprane,chiefe Lordot Seaes,for a father, 
Earth-ſhaking Neptwre, that ſtroue withmighty Ainerna 
For the renowned eAthens (a5he often towld me hisown-ſelfc) 
And raifd vp Troy walls with threatning towres tothe heauens: 


With whoſe ragc both Lands and ſoacs hare fearcftuly trembling, 


Art whole beck iprings,wels,floods, brooks, pooles,lakes be obeying, 


As loone as they heare his T rico» mightily ſounding, 
Then,G-lathearclent,and yeeld tothy owne Polyphemus, 
Sith Po/yphemus yeelds himiclteto his owne Galathea, 

Sith Polxphemms ycelds: who cares not aruſh for athundrin 
Heu'n,and keaucns King : thy frowning's worſe then a thouſand 
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Lightnings andthunders. Yet Icould forbeare thee the better, 
If thou didſt aſivell ſcorne others,as Polyphemsns. 

But why ſhould Galathea rctuſe well growne Polyphenaaes, 
And yet like and loue and wooe,effeminat Acis? 

Whone if I catch, Ile make him know,that great Polyphenwms 
Arm's as ſtrong as great. Ile paunce that paltery princox, 
Trayle his guttsby the fields, and tearc his fleſhin a thouſand 
Gobbets, ycaile powre his bloud,hart-bloud to the waters ; 
Eu'n thine owne waters,it Icuer take Galathea 

Dealing with that boy,dwarfe Acis,dandiprat Aces, 

Elfe Acis: forIboyle with moſt outragius anger 

And molt raging loue : mc thinkes whole {ulphurus /Etma, 
Etna with all his flames in my breſt makeshis abiding, 

And yet neither loue nor wrath can moue Galathea. 

Thus when he had this {weete loues lamentation ended, 
Vp-gets th'oneeyde feende,and rangeth abroade by the forreſt, 
Roaring out, as a bull,driu'n back with force from a heyfar : 
Andat length fpies out vs twothere downe in a valley, 

Mee and Acisalas vnawares; and cries ina fury, 

Endles gricfe and ſhame confound torelorne Polyphemaues, 
Ifthat I make not now your louetoyes all,to be ended. 

This did he roare,but he roarde this with ſo hellſhan outcry, 
That mount <na withecchoreſounds, and griefly Typhoes: 


Groancs for feare,and breaths foorth _—_ fAlamestothe heauens, 


. Vulcan ſtarts fro the forge, and Brontes runs frothe Anuile, 
Andiwelting Steropes, with barlegd ougly Pyracmor 

Leaue their Gal toolcs : yea Pluto the prince of Auer ys 

Heard this yelling feende,and feared,leaſt that his owne hound 
Cerberus had broke looſe with three-throate jaes to the heauens. 

HereT alas for feare,dopt vndemeath thereflowing 
Waues,and poore Acis fled back,and cride,Galathes, 

Helpe, Ga/athea,help ; and let thy boy be receaued 
Inthy watery bqures, Polyphemns murdereth Ac. 

Cyclops runs to arockina rage,andteares in a fury 
One greate peece,as big as a mount,and hurl'sit at Acrs: 

And butalitle peece thereof turcht bewriful Acis, 
Ye: that licle peece orewhelmd whole bewrtiful Acis. 

Here Ialas,poore wretch,wrought all that deſteny tutfred 
For to be wrought,and cauſd his ſtrength to be freſhly renue«, 
His life eu'n by a/death now more and moreto be lengrhned, 
And his deareſt name andfame to be dayly remembred, 

And my ſclfc and him,bya heauy diuorce,to be ioyned. 
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His blood ſprang frothe lumpe ; his blood firſt cherefuly purpled, 
Then by degrees it changd, and rednes ſomewhat abared, 
And look: like to a poole troubled with raine from Olympus, 
Atcerwar.is,it clearde : then lurpe cloaue,and tro the cleauing, 
Flowring readesſprang forth,and bubling water abounded, 
Beutiful 4c: thus was then transform to a horned 
Brooke; and yet this brooke tooke name of beryritul Ace. 
Acis alouing {treame,runs downe with a louely reſounding, 
Downeto the great ſou'raigne ofſeaes with ſpeedy reflowing, 
Therc,his yearely tributero the three-forckt God to be paying, 
And therc,his 19" for eucrmore to be meeting, 

Here Galzthea did cnde : and\coy dame Scylla departed: 
Whomſca-God Glaucus (new God,late made of a fiſher ) 
Lou'd,but ynhappily lou'd : and wepr,when he ſaw her a monſter. 


He#, quoth Elpinus'\, Neptune was the ſecoad of the three brethren ard 
ons of Saturne,which had the whole frame of the worldparted among thers; 
Joue had the heaxens, Neptunc the ſeaes allthereſt was Plutoes. Hittorical- 
ty,as ſome thinke, Joue had the Eaft, Pluto the WeFft, Neptune the ſeacoits: 
howſoeucr,Neprune #5 ſoneraigne of the ſeas,vphoalſo many times ſhaketh with 
his imperiall mace the very foundations of the earth,according to that of Ouid, 
Ipſe tridente ſuo terram percuſſi,atilla 
Intremvir,motug; vias patefecit aquarum. 
For, in coaitvadioning to the ſea, earthquakes and inundations of waters are 
mot vſzall. Homer for this cauſe calleth Neptune imnianc, g+ incixdmn Earthe 
ſhaker. AndasPallas was preſident of Towres,ard uno a gouerneſſe of Gates, 
ſo Neptune h.d care of the grouadworkes and foundations of buildings; which 
are nexer ſud tobe firme,unles they be laide as deepe as the water, Therefore 
as Neptune was hiredby Laomedon to builde thoſe ſtately walls of Troy, ſo 
in the ſubuer ſion of the ſame Jmelf is as buſie afterwards as apeareth by that 
of Virgil 2. /Eneid. | |

41:4 when Pallas ard Neptune contendedwho,as mo#t beneficiall, hozeld gine 
name to Athens, he wich his mace ſtroke the earth,»hence iſſueda horſe:excher 
for that a horſe ys ſwift and the ſea is violent ; or becauſe Neptune firft taught 
how ta ride a hoy ſe; or by reaſon that a horſe loneth plaines and lrge places, 
where free ſcopt is to run,as is the ſea,for that cauſe called, aquor. Therefore 
the Romaine [parts called Ludi circenſes,wherein the race of horſes was wſual, 
were celebratedin honor of Neptune ; aud Horace maketh Vlyllcs his ſanne

places be beit for milke,cannot abide,that Galathea ſhouldcome nere Acis, a 
rizer in Sicilia, whoſe natural proprietie was [aide tobe ſuch,as that it would 
drie vp and conſume milke. 

Glaucus /onedScyila: bt being reiefted of here intreated Circe to make 
her affettionate by charming. Circe at firit ſight falleth in lone with Glaucus, 
who in lthe ſort refuſeth her, whereupon ſhe infetting the waters where Sc ylla 
[rally bathedherſelfe,transformed her into a moniter which afterwards be- 
came a rock, This Glaucus, perceauing the fiſh which he had caught by taſtin 

 acertaine herbe,preſently toleap againe into thewater himſelfe, for triall, did 
pluch andeate, and. by vertme thereof transformed, threw himſclfe alſo into 
the ſea : where he was deified. The tale is reportedby Ouid in the end of the

face andbeantie, Suidas ſaith, th.ut in truth , they were certaine blinde and 
dangerns rocks, which by the breaking and beating of the billowes , did make 
ſuch a ſweetely reſound:ng murmnr, that it allured the paſſengers thithzr, to 
their owne deſtruction. What ſoener they were, Allegorically they [ignifie the 
coſring tricks of counterfeit ftrumpets, the vndonbred ſhipwrack of all affett:- 
onat yonkers : and therefore is it ſaid by Virgil,that the Mermaydes rocks are 
allonerſpreadwith bones of dead men, whoſe deſtruftion their deceaueable al- 
lurements had procured. Xenophon is. of this minde, that the Sirenes dd 
learnedly and ſweetely extoll the famons atts of renowned men: and that there. 
fore Homer maketh them entertain Vlyſles with their pleaſing voyce, who jn- 
deeds was for politick ſtratagems the chiefe ornament of Greece : and no 
dowbt theſe fweete ardo lorious commendations of great mens exploites, are 
the mo#t effeftuall charmes,to worke any impreſſion in an heraicall minde , and 
with this conteite of Xenophon, Cicero doth alſo agree. Beſides theſe three 
alrcady named, ſome ade fine others,that is, Pilinoo of revten, to perſwade, and 
rothe minde:Aglaope fweete of looks :The!xiope, lonely of looke ; for $96", 
is topleaſe and delite.Thelxinoc delighting the minde:and Aglaophonerith 
the pleaſant vorce.They were tearmed Sirenes, of drawing, deteigning ,ard al- 
luring men onto them, as the Grethe word importeth.

Some referre this tothe cuſtome obſerued of the eA;gyptian kings, who neuer

pinus may hae the like ſucceſſe: otherwiſe.ſomany fearefull moniters ''l 


and helliſh apparitrons might well haue dawned a ſtouter beart then mine: 
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Dluto :hen,you [ce, the third brother, raxifhed Prolecrpina: the matwrall 
effcacts ard tothe of the exrth ( ſayth Ciccro,2, denatnra deorum ) araw- 
ethwito it the rootes of corne,growng & mereaſing in the bawels of the earth, 
Ceres her mother ſeeketh Proterpina, «ud mournerh for her abſence: the corne 
prrſreerh 71:4 foloweth the ſecds : or, The earth ſcemeth to greene, when the 
core [t1inoeth not wp in due tine, Profſerpina was ras:fhed im Cici!,the de- 
reſt ſorle to Ceres: that was @ moſt fruitful ard\fertile Iſland. Arethuls 
(/ignifying 1he natural power and vertue of the ſeede and roote) ts the firſt 
that tolde Cres tydingrof Prolerpina : /# continuance and cormentencie of 
tix, by tht raturall eff.c:cie and operation of the rhote and ſeed: , the gone 
and corne itſ-!fe appearet h & ſprizoeth vp.Six moneths [2 lies wit h her hu(= 
baa:al the winter time, whileſt the ſunne doth ſoiourne in the ſoutherne ſiones: 
ſex aboze wth ber mother when the ſunne returneth to the northerne ſignes, 
brinnms Lorne to ripenes and maturitie. She had this name Proferpina ,. of 
the latte word, Proterpo, wh:ch ts ro creepe forwards, becauſe the rootes 
creepe along inthe body of the rarth, She was eathering fioxers when Pluto 
roohe her aw«y, ard kept her belor; for then is that naturallvertue o f the ſeeds 
working , toproduce afterwards the frutt and flonre accordingly. Pluto was 
accompted the Lord of riches aud trecſwure : Pluto # the earth,whence al met- 
tals are digged. 1\ivs in Greeke, fignifieth riches: ad in latine they called hims 
Ditem, to note, Diuitias, chat z5.Rich, alludmg to\riches, Some make him 
blinds , becauſe he dealeth partially in diſtributing riches , not according to 
deſert. And they gine him a key in hes hand, ſth his belliſh gates are ſoſurely 
loche-!,ihat the Ghoſtes once entring, can neucr poſſibly returne. He is called 
the Gedof Ghoſts, as ſame hint Jevanſ he firſt in/tiruted the funerall ob- 
ſequies and ſolemmities vſed at mens burials. He ſitteth as a prince on a throne, 
with acrowne on hs head, a ſcepter in his hand, ayd Cerberus, his dog oe, 
et hisfeete. Cupreſſus z ſacredunto him, for it /vſed in funerals , and be- 
ing once catte, never buddeth or branchethafierward. 

» | 


Prolerpina being in hell, did eate : and, as ſome others report the tale, 
dad eate poppe ſeedes; whoſe nature ts ts cauſe drowſmes, ſleepe, ſtaying and 
reſting. So Prolerpina mw? ſtay below, till ſhe hawe gotten roote and bee well 
and ſufficiently grounded, Her mother Ceres refuſed Mars and Apollo : for, 
wars, and oucr much heate of the ſunne,are bothbad for corne and plenty. Ce- 
res,by na 4. found and taught theſe of corme and grayne, and thereby 
brought men from that wilde and ſauage wanderms in woods and eating of 
Achernes, toa cintl conuerſung ynd more orderly dyet and cauſed them to in- 
babite townes, to line ſociably , ts obſerue Certain lan es and inſtitutions: and 
for theſe cauſes was her ſelf made a goddeſſe, fignred like a matron uith a gare 
land all ofthe eares of corne, hauing in one hand a bittle bundle of Poppie , 4s 


fegnes of fertilitie: and im the other a firebrandwherewith ſhe ſought her 
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$1nghter. For in ſummer when the beames of the ſunne ave hoate and burning. 
the comntreymentſceke and gather the corne, then full ripe and reaay for the 
ſick/e. Her chariot was drawne by two ſerpents or flying dragons : ſerpents are 
ſo called aſcrpendo,of creeping andcrawling in and out as the rootes of corre 
ae : or for that the turning and winding bodies of dragons, reſemble the cr09- 
hed furrowes of the earth. Ceres, the earth,great by louc, the temperat heate 
of the ayre branght forth Proſerpina, corne and graine : A ſaw w:5 ſacrificed 
to Ceres, for ſhe rooteth > ſþoyleth the corne: ſo was the goate to Bacciws, for 
gnawing the tines : or, the ſowis fruitefull, ſois theearth; the ſaw ener wall9- 
weth inthe myre and earth and Cercs berſelfe noteth the earth. 
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Beſides Ceres there were other goddeſſes, thathad care of the frutte of the 
earth,as, Pales,that looks to the Paſtures, and was the Paſtors goddes; Poe 
mona, the Lady of Apples hawing her name of the [atine Pomum, which /ig- 
rifieth an apple. Flora, the goades of flowres, ana wife to Lephyrus : Bona 
dea, the good poaaes, (otherwiſe called Fauna , a tauendo, of cheriſhing and 
fanonring) noting that quicknimng efficacy of the earth, which noriſheth and fo- 
ſtreth the ſeed ca8Þ into the ſame. Flora,they ſay , in truth was a Romaine 
et,called Laurentia; who dying.left her wealth, which was exceſſine, ts 
the people of Rome who for her honor , made her a goddes of fiowres, and ca& 
led her Flora of the word Flos fignifying,a flowre. 
lupiter,by report of Plato, perceauing that the auncient edit, commann- 
ding enery mantobe rewarded according to his d:ſert , was not obſcrmed, be= 
cauſe men being aline were indoed by lining indges : did enatt,that none from 
thenceforth ſhould receaxe triall,but afier death : 1then all externall ſhewes of 
birth,bewty ftrength,riches, nobilitie and ſuch like, were altogether remoued. 
And that only his three ſonnes, Kacus,Minos, and Rhadamanthus (wheres; 
the two lait were borne in Alia,the firit in Europe) ſhould after their death. 
repaire roa meadow.called T he field of rruth(where were twowaies,the one lea- 
ding tothe Elyſian fields, the other to the place of torment ) and there ſit in 
indement of the ſprites and ghoits of all, that had left their earthly manſiox 
pus; habitation. Rhadamanthus was apointed ro give {vntence of ſuch as came 
from Aſia; #acus indged thoſe of Europe : and Minoz, if ary doubt or art- 
bignitie aroſe,was the diſcuſſer and determiner thereof, This was loucs de- 
eree,and therenpon,Rhacamanthus ard .cacusyith their rods in their hands, 
fit in inagement and Minos apart with his golden ſcepter , ſeriouſly inquirimns 
intoexery mans matter, Hiitorically, Minos and Raadamanthus were of 
Aſia, AEacus of Europa, all three init and ſenere; hereof can: this tale, The 
danmcd ghoits are commited tothe Furies tobe plagued in Tartarus, ſo cal- 
led, becauſe therein be many Tex. Auernus,rs the entrie to bell: hictorically, 
it was a place whence proceeded ſonoyſome an exhalation , as that birds could 
”ot flie ener it whereof it had that name in greeke ſo ſaith :rgil. 6. eFneid. 
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Spelunca alta fuir, vaſtoq; immanishiatu, 
Scrupea,tuta lacu nigro,nemorumque tenebris : 
Quamſuper,haud Ki poterant impune volantes 
Tendere iter pennis,talis ſcſe halitus atris 
Faucibus eftundens,ſupera ad connexa ferebat: 
Vande locum Graij dixerunt nomine Auernum, 


Cerberus i; Plutoes dog ith three heades,watching that none goe ont, bus 
ready to let all tn; fawning on theſe, dewowring thoſe , according to his name. 
For w6iG"es, and, by a more eaſic contrattion of the word,nifreye, is a denowrer of 
fieſh,of »ics andGet: wherefore ſome vnderſtand by hims, the all-denowring 
' earth, eating and conſuming all earthly bodies. Others , by Cerberus , 1m- 
gend mans bodie, prett and appliable to all ſenſuall luit, but repugning and 
abhorring vertue and contemplation. Hs three heads be taken of ſome te 
repreſent thoſe three neceſſarie exills which withdraw men from contempla- 
tion, / meane, hrnger, thir#t, and ſleepe : to all which, we mudt offer 4 mor- 
fell, as Sybilla taught Aneas in Virgil, we mhicft yeeld, but not too much; 
ſo much only, as thereby nature may be ſuſteined, Natalis Comes exporun- 
deth it thus ; Cerberus is Conctowſnes : and a conetghtyman leughes when hee 
ſees gold come in; but it greener his heart to lay out one penie. His three 
beads note the manifold guiles and deceites of conetons men, Qui omnes pe- 
cuniz viasnorunt, kyow all the waies in the world how to ſcrape coyne. Cer- 
berus lyes m an helliſh dungeon : a myſer lurketh in corners, turning his rustic 
groates, without either profit to others , or pleaſure to himſelfe. Hercules 
drew him out of Hell, for, whocan be a Hercules, and accompliſh great mat- 
ters,vithout money ? Or thus, Hercules bownd and brought ons. Cerberus, 
that is to ſay, he bridled and kept under concupiſcence, and therefore retur- 
wed ſafe from Hell : but Pyritnous.going thither of prrpoſe to raniſh Plu- 
toes Uucene, and ſo to ſatisfic ſerſualitic as denoured of Cerberus : ar ,laiF- 
ly, Hercules is a learned and abſolute T hiloſopher : hee draweth the three- 
throated Cerberus out of Hell, by bringing to light the tripertite myiteries 
of Philoſophie 1aturall morall,and dialeiticall. Cerberus , for ſpe and rage, 
ſtrugling with Hercules, did let his po;ſoned foame fall on the earth, whence 
proceeded the deadly Aconitum, for what but rancar,can come fro a rancorons 
beart? Hiftorically,as Paulaniasreporteth,there was in a darke dunged m T x- 

narus,/eaarng to Hell, as the fame went, for the deepenes thereof, an hydeous 
and terrible ſerpent which for hit deadly poyſon,and fearefull afpect , was cal- 
led the Diels dog,and wasby Hercules arawne forth , and brought to King 
Euriſtheus, 

Acheron had his name, 3 25 jen 5,121, hecanſe there flowe the waxes of m1 
ferie, ©"; *s the firftriner, that the Ghai1s (haning once taited of Lethe's 
bike, jaie to paſſe oner : for,death aproaching, 4 certaine terror of conſcierce 
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tormenteth vs, and this is Acheron, Styx, (as it were, 51% odions ard ab- 
horred) is that hate and deteftation,which exery man now dying , hath a= 
gainit ſuch famlts,as in his life time he committed. Styx ariſcth out of Ache- 
ron; for,this deteftation proceedeth = that griefe. Styx dooth nine times 
eompas Hell : for,there is nothing ut hatefull griefe, andwofull deteſtation. 

Jupiter and the other Gods were woont ro ſweare by the riner Styx ; 
which was accounted the mot religions oath ; ſith, as I ſuide, it noteth 
hate and deteitation, a thing repugnant to the nature of the Gods, Some 
ſay , they wſed to ſweare 5 water ; becauſe as water is the mot an- 
cient ground and beginning of things , ſo an oath ſhould bee mo#t ſtriilhy 
obſerned and religiouſly honored, as a thing no leſſe renerenced , then wa- 
ter, the foundation of all : whatſoener was the cauſe, the matter ts apa- 
rant by Homer and V wrgil every where, that they ſweare by Styx , which 
therefore was called the imperinred rixer, Ouid in Ibin, _ 


Quique per infexnas horrendo murmure yallcs 
Imperiuratz laberis amnis aquz. 


Achilles Statius lib.8. hath 4 drſconrſe of 4 well called Styx , mc lize 
this. 

»- The Platoniſts call rhe body a Hell, in reffett of the minde , which be- 
wg thither thrutt downe, firit, forgetteth all celeftiall conceipts, drinketh 
of Lethe, and then paſſeth oner Acheron : for , berg bereaft of celeSti.ll 
ornaments, it ſoroweth and greeneth, and therefore compait wnth Stygi.ue 
waxes, diipleaſeth itſelfe, hateth and abhorreth his owne aits, howles, and 
makes pitifull lamentation; ard that is Cocytus, of «ive, to hawle and 
crie out as Plato expoundeth it. 

Lethe aboxe mentioned, ſignificth Obliuion ; ſhee was /iter to Somnus, 
ſleepe whereof there were two gates, the one of horne , the other of Inorie : 
from that, came trne dreames , falſe from this : for, as a candle incloſed ine 
4 lanterne made of horne, ſhineth and gineth light , becauſe the matter is 

wbtile and ranſom but contrarily mn one of Inory, becauſe the matter 
is thick and condenſate : ſo, if the bodie be temperate, the minde in dreames 

eſeeth the truth , but if it be troubled with ſurfeting , or otherwiſe, the 
dreames be falſe and confuſed. Phlegeton noterh, the firie and fretting 
darts of griefe and vexation, and is alſs called Pyryphlegeton, of fire and

4 hath his name of ioy and gladnes : this gladnes carieth vs oner 
Acheron, after wee haue lamented our owne f:ults, Coaron is old; ſograue 
and ſage adrice is that , which worketh this repenting lamentation in vs. 
Boccace, by Charon , underitandeth time , and maketh him the ſonne of 
Tight pa” Exebus, The furies, ſo named of the latine word: Furor, noting

crwell : or, ſmplie milde becauſe Oreſtes by Mineruaes adwice , pacified them 
at lait,ardwas releaſed of his r1ge and madnes. T heir harre was all crawling 
ſnakes, their garment, a long black gowne , donne tothe auck/es, girt with a 
ſnake girdle, with ſerpents mthe one hand, and a firebrand in the other, their 
eyes, face, and teeth,porterding malice and venoeance : they were three, Tilt- 
phone,of or, rewenge,,5 4%. ſlaughter or murder Megara,of uydipen, to ex- 
ie: Alcctoof 41, newer jr nexer at reit.T hey are ſometimes called 
Erynnz,of tes, #0 be moned with preat grudge and indignation : or, of this 
word. «ex:which ſignifieth curſing and banning, and «ren, which is, to heare, 
for that they are ener ready to gine eare to ſuch as curſe andcall for vengeance: 
or elſe, of ien.that is,the earth,and 1««n to dwell, becauſe they dwell in the dark- 
ſome dens of the earth. Lactantius compareth thoſe three perturbations 
which toſſe and turmoyle mens mindes, toweet Wrath, Conetiſe,and Leachery, 


- to theſe three furies.

Mach like in nature to theſe furies, were the Harpyes, facedlike Virgins 
winged lhe birdes, with pale and hungry viſages,and crooked ſcraping clawees, 
deciphring flatterers, or rather, conetous ard ſnatching worldlings. | Sr cel , 
(ſaith Naralis Comes,eaporndrng it phyſically) have this name of <n4%»: no- 
ting the furious violence,and rage of the winde;: the firit wascalled Ocypete, 
friftly flying : the ſecond, Aclloyghat 1s,a ftormce or tempeit: the third Celzno, 
the darkenes of the clowds armen with wirdes. They were the daughters of 
Thaumas and Electra, byreaſon of the ſtrange and wonderfull nature and 
m:oht of then indes, which are elcuated ard lifted wp by the beames of the 
ſunne from the purer 5 opper-fioning water of the ſea. Virgil deſgribeth them, 
3. arid; a5 the moit deteitable moniters. that eer iſſued. out of the Sty flax 
lah. Hither may be added thoſe Hag n7. called Lamig , whowith their ſweete 
and maidenlike face breit,andbeay, allure men wnto them, but with their ſer- 
pentine clawes deitroy them afterwards.

Chimera's vpper part was like a Lyon , the nuddle like a Goate, the laweit 


-lihe x Serpent, ſlaine by Bellerophon. FHiitorically,it was a moxntaine it 1.y- 


cia, breathing out fire whoſe top Lyons ard haunt, in the middle were paitures. 
where Goates fed,and the foote was frequented by Sn1kes and Serpents. Belle- 
rophon made it habitable, and was therefore [aide tohaxe killed Chimera, 
Chimera, the type of ;nordinate [nite xiu 1971 firsl pmuaderh men fiercely like 
a Lyon, then wantonly and I: ſcintouſly like a Goare , afterwards brings poyſo- 
ned ſorrow and repentance. firuredby ſnakes and ſerpents. Bellerophon ſalli- 
cated to folly by Antia, mrfe ts Pratus Keng of the Arigiui , conftantly refs 
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ſed whereupon ſhe fallly accuſed him to her huſband, of violence offered. Bel- 
lerophon by theſe meanes baniſhed, paſſing through diners dangers andperillr, 
riding on the winged horſe Pegaſus, and _w. his terrible Gorgon, at /4+! 
ſew Chimera. | He was called Bellerophon, either of one Bellerus,@ Corim- 
thian Prince , whom he vanquiſht ; or,of ewe, and ++ 6: 468, for that hee rooted 
out exills and 1 ſchiefes : or elſe, you may ſo tearme him,as ciaiegre, awiſe and 
prudent counſater, or eimienrares, as Homer ſpeaketh. Palzphatus repor- 
reth,that Pegaſus was the ſhip that brought Bellerophon. Allegorically, by 
Pegaſus borne af the blood of Meduſa, we may wnderitanud immortalitie and 
exerlaiting fame. For, vertue oner-comming all terrible things , fignred by 
| Rae 2. th fame : and fame ts eterniſed by the ſounding voyce of Poets: 
which was the danſe that the learned well, was ſaid to be opened by the hocfe 
of egalus, /trihing the Parnaſſian mount, Medulaes hayre (erther for that 
Neptune #» Mineruaes temple wſed her irreligionſly, as Ou.d reporteth the 
tale 4. Mctam. pr,for that ſhe gloried ſo much in her golden locks, as that ſhe 
durit compare with goddeſſes) were turned into ſnakes, and the beholders 
thereof into ſtanes. Medula herſelfe noteth luitfull beawty and voluptuenſ” 
nes, turning meh mntoſtones ; as making the greedy gazers thereon ſenceles ana 
amaſed. None but Perſeus, Toues ſorne.by Mincruaes help ,onercame her : ce- 
leitiall grace arid wiſtome are the onely meanes, to repreſſe this inordinate af- 
feition. Some,by the three Gorgons , note the three faculties of the ſouls 
man: Medula pf the three ſifters,was onty mortall, figuring the ſenſible and 
licing power, common to beaits, beheaded by Perſcus, that ir, hept wnder by the 

ood Genius or celeftial grace.The ſecond was Stheno, the reaſonable facrl- 
tre of the ſoule, the third Euryale, the light infirſed and intelleftuallpart. They 
turne the beholders into ſtones; for we must kill Mcduſa , all perturbations, 
and be in that ref pett,as dead as ſtones, elſe wee carnct enioy this intelleft;:-!1 
lioht. The borowed and common eye, which all they wſe by conrſe,is this mnfuſed 
l:oht Aerined from one of them unto another. Perſcus beareth Gorgon ; hee 
maketh men wonder at his excellent proweſſe : Hiftorically , Athcnzus re- 
porteth,that in I.ybia there was a kinde of bea#t like a calfe, killing with the 
very /ight : one of them was brought dead to Marius, toRome, his 5hinne be- 
ing ſo dinerſly colored that none there, could geſſe what beatt it was , and that 
Pericus, by lrkelthood killed ſome of theſe, figured bere by Meduſa. Diodo- 
rus ſuth that Gprgoncs were ſtout and warring women,the captaine whereof, 
Meduſa was [lame by Perſeus. Orhers wnderſtarnd the earth nd carthly af- 
feitions by Gorgon, daſhed ard daunted by Pericus borne of Joue, that is. 
aſſisted by his h:auezly helpe and influence. But I ſee, that Chimera , hath 
brought me too frrre o:1t of my way: Ixion therefore (10 come back where [ 
Was L fore ) is as I ſaid alresdy, plagued in hell, for his ambitions and aiyring 
arrogance. The tale is notably well told by Kemy Bclleau,z. tournce, dela

Bartholomzus Annulus is his piCta poeſi, hereby noteth a polluted c01;-

terns Away. Siſiphus, being of Ioues comnſaile, rewealed his ſecrets, and is 
therefore thus puniſhed. Lucretius expowndeth it otherwiſe, of him that am- 
bitionſly £per after promotion,and is euer repulſed, toxling and moyling hims- 
felfe with an endles rolling of a nener-ſtanaing ſtone.

Others expound it ſo, as meaning by the ſtone,the fludies and endewours of 
mortall men : by the hill, the whole courſe of mans life : by the hill top, the to 
and tranguillitie of the minde : by Hell, the earth, and men on earth : by Gift 
phus, the ſoule and minde of man, which included in this priſon of the body ; 
ftrineth and contendeth by all meanes poſſible, to attaine toceternall reft, and 
perfect felicitie: which ſamerepoſe in wealth, ſome in honor, ſome in pleaſure : 
all which , hawing once gotten what they ſought , begin againe as fait, ts 
Couct new matters, andnener make an end of deſiring : ſo that, hewho firſt 
was wholly ginen to catch and ſnatch, being naw growne to wealth, ſecketh 
honor, ard 1s AS infuritely addicted to that vaine humor , As ener be was to 
the ot her muſerable affettion : this is theworld, omnium rerum eſt yiciſitu- 
do : neither #5 it poſſible for any man (whilit he is a man) to enioy any ſetled 
febicitie in this life, 

Tiyus had his liner,or, as ſome ſay. his heart, all day lons denonred by An 
e/Eole; or as others report it, by a wultur : andjaſmuch as was conſumed in 
the azy,ſomuch was restored in the night ; ſo that his torment was perpetual, 
The liner ts the ſeate of luit and concupiſcence, which m the night time ſu- 
borneth wnchaite and wanton copitations. Or phyſically thus , Tityus «s 
the falke or blade of corne, of 1inverc, one letter being taken away : hee was 
horne of lupiter «xd Elara, the dawghter of Orchomenus, a river of Theſ- 
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ſia. Thi Elaragnoteth the naturall humor and milke-white moi tree in the 
ſeede of corne : and without lupiter, that is heate, and Elara, moystyre , the 
corue can nexer proſper. Jupiter therefore accompanying with Elara , when 
ſhe had conceaued, ard was great, hid her in the ground, for feare of Juno: 
fre in the ground was delivered of Tityus, who eing borne by his mothers 
death , was brought wp and nurſed of the earth . The ſence bereof t: 
this, the ſeeds js catte into the round, for feare of the imury of the ayre, 
notedby Juno t the mother dyeth, for the ſeede putrifieth : Tityus fprings 
forth, being nurſed by the earth, and aſpyreth vp towards heauen, as though 
he were about to offer violence to Latona,and is therefore throwne downe and 
ſlaine by the dzrts of Diana and Apollo : that is to ſay, hee is ripened, and 
brought to matwrity, by the heate of the ſunne, and meyiture of the moone, 
that at length hee may be cut downe by reapers. Vulturs conſume his li- 
wer : for, FA chaffe and hucke is left to birds, as being not connenient for 
bread tobe made thereof. He is ſtretched forth in length, ſoas with his body 
he conereth nine acres of land : meaning that the corne thus ſowed and 
ſpringing 2p , poſſeſſeth and onerſpreadeth a great quantitie of grounde. 

1 antalus,ſonamed, as if a man would ſay, wneranmoft vnfortunate and 
vahappie, is the patterne of a miſerable and conetous wretch , who aſwell 
wanteth that which he hath, as that which he hath not : ſo Horace expoun- 
deth it : But Ouid ſaith, he was thus tormented in Hell; to haue apples and 
waters alwaies before him, yet alwaies running from him, when he was a- 


bout toreach them, becauſe of his blabbing tongue, 


Quzrit aquas in aquis,& poma fugacia captat 
Tantalus ; hoc illi garrula lingua dedit. 


Tantalus was Tupiters ſoz , a man: fully inftrufted with vatr ll and cele- 
ftiall Philoſcphie,and is therefore ſaide to hane eaten with the Gods, and t« 
hane feaited and enterteigned them with a banquet ; ſith his whole delite 
was meditation and heauently contemplation. In this banquet (to try whether 
the Gods knew all ſecrets ) he killed and cut iv peeces his ſonzePelops, and 
ſet him before them among other diſhes: Ceres then preſert among the ret, 
did tajte and tate the ſh»wlder of Pclops. Philoſophers and learned men, 
whilst they whally additt themſelues to contemplation.negletting their worla- 
ly ard domeiticall a faires. looſe ſometimes their £oods, y 20h; thar chil- 
dren,or wife,or atherwiſe,Ouid telleth the tale in 6, Meta.adding further that 
the Gods then pitying Pelops, vnited his torne members , and inſteede of the 
ſhoulder denonred by Ceres ymade one wp of Inory plaguing his father in Hell, 
for his offence. \Some others make a [tone harg oner hes head, ſtill like to fall 
and breate him to powder;to note ont thecortinual labor andvexation of ſpirit, 
encident to excry nuanthat is ſeriouſly bent tocarneit meditation. He ts ſaide

to han imparted unto men, NeCtar and Ambroſia, the drinke and meate of 
the gods : becauſe he did communicate among them, thoſe hidden treaſures of 
heauenty philoſoph:e : for I egree 55 iyrmortall , and Nectar hath m effect the 
ſame ſignification, noting, that the gods are immortal, and cannot dye , AC- 
cording to the verſe, 
Jupiter Ambroſia ſatur eſt,& neQare viuir. | 

Belides,or Danaides,ere the fiftre daughters of Danaus, who killed their 
huſbands allin one nitht, ſaning ouly one ;, and are therefore entoy»;ed to fill 
broken tubs with water ſtill running out. Lucretius hereby vnderſtandeth our 
wnthank full mmdes and vnſatiable deſires, who ſtill haning deſire flill ro hane: 
ſo that nature powreth her mfinite bleſſings into vs, as tmto broken veſſels, 
which are euer empty and ready for more. It may fignifie the whole eitate 
of mans life nexer ſel led, nener ſatisfied,ener dooing ana vndooing and doo- 
ing almoit all.to no purpoſe at al. It may alſo note the exchecquer or Prpgfery 
of aprince,which like the ſea, ſtillreceaneth, andis newer full : or laſtly, the 
rarure of a blab,that is like a broken tub, plenus rimarum, full of /lifies , flo- 

' wing out here and there keeping nothing ſecret , that is imparted wnto him. 
j bc. theſe and ſuch like moniters,and monitrous torments,the poets haue frar- © 
niſhed their hell. Virgil 6.eneid, ſetterh downe all mo#t plentifully, placing at 
the very entrance aud gate of hell, a rable of hell;ſh haggs, as woe,rexenge, 
wrath, ſicknes,old age, feare, famine penurie death, labor,ſleepe,warre, diſcord, 
and ſuch others. The torments aboue rehearſed, are apointed for the wicked 
ed damned ghoits ; the good and bleſſed ſpirits enioy exerlaiting happines in 
the Elylan fields. aplace ſenered from the comfort les lodge of the danmed. 

The Sirenes (which I had almost forgotten ) ſought for, and folawed after 
Prolerpina: trumpets and wanton huſwines folow riches & aboundance, fign- 
red by Prolerpinaythe Lady of fruite andcorne, according to that olde ſaying, 
Sine Cerere & Baccho friget Venus. 

The mocking boy made a Swift, A\calaphus (borne of Orphne and Ache- 
ron) tarnd to an Owle, the loutes of Lycia transformed to Frogs, and Lyncus, ** 
changed to a Lynx , are all tokens of init plagues inflitted on ſuch offendors. 

Triptolemus , h&torically , in a ſhip bearing the name of the Dragon, 
brought ſtore of corne to Athens, being in his time miſcrably plagued with 
famme. 

T heſe diſconrſes thus ended,the Nymphs were ſuffered to reit for atime, 

. 3:4 the Pastor; entoyned freſhly to purſue their iaterrupted narrations, A- 
27201'8 whome Alphelibzus told this tale of his mailer Fhobus, 


Habx: too too prowd for killin $ Pythathe ſcrpert, 

Saww yong Lordof louc,with a bendedbowe in Olympus: 
A..d muſt boyes beare bowes,ad Apollo? muſt a( wpido 
Leauchis mothers papps.and handle dangerus arrowes? 
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Leaue ſharp tooles, poore child,and take ypalamp or a fireſtick, 
Kindle a foolith fire in a harebraine boy,or a frantick 
Gyrle; or ſhoote at crowes, it boyes will needes be a ſhooting, t 
Such warlike weaponsare far more meet for Apollo, 
Who with a thouſand ſhafts of late, confounded an ougly 
Snake, whoſe poylned panch all oucrwhelmed a countrey. 
Well,qd winged boy, content: let mi ohty Apollo 
Shoote at inakes : and Lord of Loue at mighty Apollo: 
And as much as a ſnakeis leflethen mighty Apollo, 
Soe much,Lord of Loue is more then mighty Apollo. 
This ſayd, yeelding ayre with fluttring wings he deuideth, 
And Parnaſſus mount in a moment nymbly recou'reth: 
There two teath'red ſhafts from painted quiuer he plucketh, 
Of ſtrong, yet diuers operation : one with a golden 
Sharp head, breeding loue : and th'other fram'd with a leaden 
Blunt head,feeding hate : Loue-breeder woundeth Apollo, 
Hate-fecder Daphne: and eu'n as much as Apollo 
Lou's Daphne,ſo muchthis Daphne hateth Apollo, 
Daphne goes to the woods and vowes herſelt to Diana; 
Phebus growesſtarke wood, for loue and fancie to Daphne. 
When thathe looks on her haire,fayre haire and ſweetly beſeeming, 
Thoughvudreſt, yntreſt, blowne here and there by the ihoulders: 
Then doth he think: 0 if thele looſe, yet lweetly beſeemin 
Locks, were dreſt, and treſt, and not leftlooſe be the ſhoulders, 
How-much more would they ſecme fayre and ſweetly beſecming? 
When that he lookes on her cies, like ſparkling ſtars in a froſtic 
Night: andlips, (yer lips to be kifled,nor to be lookt on ) 
And armes all naked,tro the milk-white wriſt tothe elbow : 
Then doth he think: If I ioy theſe outward partes to be viewing, 
O, what a heau'n were it, thoſe ſecret partes tobe tutching?

And Clarian temples, doe yceld mce quetiful offrings. 

Simple wench, God knowes,thou knowlt not 7habuys Apollo, 

And therfore thou runſt as a ſunple wench,trom Apollo, 

Worlds fight, and worlds light,worlds comfort, Phabus Apolle, 
Soothſayer, ſinger, /oxes ofspring, Pha bus Apollo, 

Yea,and moſt (tedfaft, moſt cunning archer, Apollo, 

Had not that vile boy more ſtedfaſt hand then eFpollo. 

Healing hearbs, ſtrange rootes, {weet balmes, otoriferus oyntments 
Were foundout, ſet forth, firſt taught by Phaba« eApollo, 

And yet alas,not an hearb,not a roote,not a balme,not an oyntment 
Isto A found that can cure cureles wound of Apollo, 

Phwbug \pake; and more by Phabus was to beſpoken, 
Daphne breakes his ſpeech, and runs for life fro the ſpeaker. 
Sweet windes encountring Daphne (as loth to be leauing 
So brauc laſſe,and glad ſuch tenderlims to be tutchin 
With milde blaſts did blow her garments eafily backward, 
That bare skin,more whitethen ? 9 vntroaden,apcared, 
And wauing looſe locks flew here and there by the Phoulders. 
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Flight augments her forme , and bareſt parts be thebraueft: 
Flight augments his loue, and neareſt ioyes bethe deareſt: 
And as a nimble youth,as a youthful God,to the damſel 
Strayght with might and mayne, and all inraged he flieth, 
And icaues intreating and frames himlelf toa Prein g. 

Like as alight-foot hound, and trembling hare,in an open 

Field, when 3s either runs,andeither fearesto be out-run, 

Either runs for life, and cither runs for a hares life,

Hound thruſts torth his inowt,girds out,and greedily ſnatcheth:

Daphnes Laurel leaues at feaſts aud ately triumphingy, 
In ſ1gne of conqueſt, thall euermore be aderning: 
And as Apolloes face is freſh and lyucly for cuer, 
So ſhall Daphnesleaues grow greene and louely for euer, 
Thus did Apollo ſpeak;and Laurell tree for a Daphne, 
Bo'xcs her top fora head,and condilcendsto Apollo, 
Daphne thus transformd : Clymene was lou'd of Apole, 
Lou'd, and bare him a ſon; Phaeton; too youthful a yonker, 
Whoſe ouer-weening was his overthrow, by preſuming 
Raſhly beyond his reach, his fathers coach to be guiding: 
Like tothe fooliſh boy, who mounting vp to Olympre, 
Burnt his wings and wax, and foe fell downe to Amernme. 


Onare a good ſcholler of the beft maſter , ſayd Elpinus to Alpheſibzus - 
And your maſters mother,as [ haue heard ſay,was Thia, that is, 'Dinine : 
& his father , Hyperion,going ower 5,07 abone v5, 4s the ſunne doth.Some o- 
thers make h:s mother tobe Euriphacfla, /ate Splendens, g/iſtering far and . 
neere :but the vſuall, and moſt receaued opinion 3s , that Yrokler egat both * 
Sunne and Moone of .atona : whe being great , could finde noreſting place,by 
reaſon' of Iunoes wrath: wnt ill at Laſt ſhe came to the wandring Delos, where 
ſhe was delinered of them both. The reaſon alleadgedby ſome zs this; after that 
cofuſed && wndiſtintt Chaos wherof al was made,called Latona,aiv,(a; Plato 
world hane it) a Latendo, of lurking , and lying hid, and wnknowen: Light 
(which chiefly proceeds from Sunne and Moone ) 4s firſt framed by that all- 
framing creator, They are ſayd tobe borne in Delos ( an eminent and high 
Iſland )becauſe preſently after the creation of light, things began to come ts 
hight to be ſeene , to be knowen,, which firſt lay confuſed and not perceaxed, m 
ihe darkeſome bottome of that all-including Chaos, Hereof came the name 
Delos, of #9, roſhew, or make playne and many feſt. 
Apollo hath long yealow hayre : noting his rayes and beames which heate 
and hit like dartes, a far off; and therefore 15 he calledof Homer initouc. He is 
young. freſh, and without any beard : for, his force nener fadeth , and his heate 
is abwayes quickhning.Therefore,the Tyran Dioniſius dident off AEſculapius 
his golden beard, ſaying, It was noreaſon, that the ſonne ſhould haxe ſuch a 
long beard, when as hisfather Phacbus had none at all. This perpetuall youth, 
and neuer decaying nor wepogp validitie of Pneebus OF IT the G ods, 
2 figured by Hebe : /ignifyng the very flowre of youth, whom Homer for the 
ſame cauſe maketh ToueScup-bearer. This Hebe was Junoes daughter : for, 
of rhe temperature of the ayre proceede all herbs and flawres: lupiter s her 
father: for without the quicky;ng heat f the ethereal region, no temperature 
can be in the lower ayre : yet ſome there be that wonld bane ber borne of Iuno 


without any father : Hebc on atime ,as ſhe bare the cup to Jupiter, ſupt ard in 
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falting ,Aiſcoxered thoſe ſecrets, which mayaens are ot willing to reveale ; 
Wherenpon ſhe was by Touc depriued of her place , and Ganymedes prefered 
thereanto. The ſeace whereof is this : when the flowers and leaxes fall lr 2728 
trees, then doth the yomh and honor of the neare's ond trees growe to decay; 
and Ganymedes ,that is, winter, commeth in place. Hebe, they ſay, maricd 
Hercules; the fume of valyant and heroical per ſonages, is ener floriſhing. 
Others by the ramſbing of Ganymede by Iupiter,vnderſtand the lifring vp 
of mans minde from theſe earthly toyes, toheauenly conceipts: thar Ganyme- 
des my be derinsd of 1344 to toy and retayce , and unina, ſignifiyng aduice & 
connſaile, as though mans ſoule thus raniſhedby loue, might welbe ſayd toen- 
20) his heautealy comfort and counſaile, jan'&u pwidierns one. Hebe was framed 
like 4 ſweet laſſe : her roabes figured andflowred,co her head alſo adorned with 
a garland of ſundry flowers. T he Corinthians erefted her a temple, im a cer- 
raine groue full of Cipreſle trees : wherein ſuch as eſcaped captiunte & thral- 


dome , hanged vp therr gynes and fetters in honor of Hebe, 


Phcebus(ſo called, of the greeke words, 5: andGic, light ard life ) is 10: 
onely young and freſh, but be 1s alſo the author of Phy ſicke, the founder of mu- 
fick, the gonernonr of the Muſes, ard father of Oracles , all which excelle;;- 
cies proceede from the operation of the Sunne. Hisbeames be peſtiferons if to9 
hate, and therefore doth Homer make himplague the Grecian armie : but 
healthful if moderate and temperate. Of this moderate heate of the Sunne, 
comes the temperature of the ayre: of a temperate ayre grow holeſome hearbes 
and flowres , the ſimples and ingredients of exery phyſicall compoſition, and 
therefore Phoebus the author f phyſficke. 

Phlegias z- the heate of the Sunne ; for, ine, is to burne : bis daughter 
was Coronis,the ayre moderately moyſtned and heated, *1i 3 xiggnu3z:: of this 
Coronis and Phebus, xiculapius, the temperature of the ayre , is borne: 
whoſe daughters were two: 5116a, ſoundnes of body or good health; and 17», the 
efficacie of phyſicke in healing and curing mens bodzes, Yairi incu, which 5, 
to cure, AEi\culapiuswas layne by angry Toues thunder : Pharbus ſory, and 
grieued for hu ſons death, ſlew in like forte the Cyclopes, which made loues 
thunder : that ts, the beames of the Sun, by degrees,dve conſume that peſtilent 
outrage of theſe contagious vaponrs and exhalations, cauſers of mortalitie. 
AEliculapius, being borne , was committed to Chiron, a moſt excellent Chi- 
rurgian,to be brought vp: Chiron was the ſonne of Saturne, and the N ymph 
Philyra : for, knowledge and excellencie in phyſich , as in all other artes, i; 
gotten by continuance of time and long experience :whereof Saturne repre ſer- 
teth the one , and Philyra the other ; ſocalled of the greeke word: 00%, a [9uer: 
and Ties, experience, as 4 lower of experience (the mother 1th Ange 
Chirurgy )by taking away the firſt letter », from Ties, a5 fc 
qricas and,for the moreeaſie and ſmoother pronunciation,si 2.7 1/1, ( 
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is ſaydto behalfe a man, and halfe a horſe: ſith ſurgery ( andin olde timer 
there was in effett no other part of Phyſick knowen but ſurgery ) « auayleable 
aſwell for horſes and other beaits, as it is for may : and thus much to ſhew, 
that Phabus « phyſical. Now, he i alſs Muſicall; and therefore Mercu- 
ric gaxe him a Lute; whereon he playeth ; alluding to the harmonie of the 
cleftiall Globes, and the conftaxcie and wniformitie, which the Sun obſer- 
weth moit ſtrittly in his courſe as ever keeping the Eclipticall line : for which 
cauſe he is the maſter of the nine CMuſes, ruling the concent and melody 0 
the nine Spheres. The Muſes are the daughters of Toue ( for all goodnes 
comes of loue) and of Mnemolyne, Memory, Their nurſe was Eupheme, 
Honor and Fame : for, Honos 1lit artes, howor and commendation is a ſpur 
to a ſiudent. They were nine, proportionably to the number of the Spharec, 
whoſe gouerning ſpirites the Platoniſts and Pythagoreans would hae theme 
to be, Oveyrin, celeſtial, was the firit , nr wat, the immoneable Spherecal- 
{:d <wrne. Polymnia, ro Saturne, a great ſinger, or Joging much and of ma- 
ny matters. Clceio,to Mars, were gs $97 7 renomne. elpomene, to the 
Swe, ſinging celebrating, extolling. Erato, to Venus, lowing and amiable. 
Eurerpe, to Mercuric,p/caſant and delightſome. Thalia ro :he Moone, WT 
ſhing. Theſe be the eight Muſes, as itwere,the tunes of thoſe eight Spheres,

accr{ed to Vulcan, who repreſent eth naturall heate; wh:ch :s we:b1ed by this 
inordinate Luft.) Vulcan, by Phozbus his connſarle, linketh them together to \, 
their ſvame : for when naturallheate is quailed, then the rage of luſt is abated, 
rk: ſome repentance and languiſhing aevilitie enſuing thereupon, Vulca!

ther : for, ſapience and ce leitial wiſdame ts the gift of lupiter: & her ſeate 
i inthe head: and women, though they hane many times too much witte, yct 
haxe they commonly as little widen. She was borne armed: wiſdome ts ne- 
wer weaponles; or, wiſdome ts the ſynew of warre. Vulcan, with an axe of A- 
damant , did ent Tupiters bead, whence Pallas proceeded.a pare ard fpotles 
Uirgin. AVirgin; for, wantonnes and wiſedome can nexer agree: Pure an4 
ſpotles; for, that ſuperior parte of the ayre, repreſented by Jupiters head, ts 
prre and incorruptible, Mercuric and Minerua were figured both together in 
Vrinerſities; be noting eloquence, ſhe ſapience: that —_— this.is Commonly 
hurt full,chus without that $5 ſeldome auayleable, both together are moit excel- 
lent . Thiswas calleduadmn, of ar, Mercurie, and<inn, Minerua, She had: 
1.1ly countenance and fierce: and glittering and flaming eyes. Her Helme: 
was of gold : wiſdome ſhineth and is 4 glorius proteition. Her head ts therwith 
conered : wiſe men conceale their deniſes and cogitations; which was the cauſe 
alſo , why commonty there was on her helmet, the image of a Sphinx, betogen- 
tug ſilence and ſecrecie, hauing the head, face, and breait of a mayaen , the 
wings of a bird and the reſt of, & body like a Lyon: proponnaing obſcure rid- 
Alcs,and devouring thoſe that could not wnfold them. Her fprave ts long . Va- 
{or and wiſedome are mighty , andreach far. Her Shield is of Criſtall: wiſ- 
dome is bright andcleare. Inher bresſk-plute was Gorgons head: wiſamne ts 
worderfrullto the wiſe , and maketh fooles amazed. Thepiiture of Pailas,cal- 
led Palladium,came downe from heaxen into Troy; and,till it was gone, Troy 
ronld not be taken: wiſaome ts celeſtial, and the anely ſafegarde of (nies,and

Minerua was alſo the G oddes of ſpinning, weaning, and curious working of 
cloath : and therefore was ſve figured ſometumes with a arstaffe in her hand, 
She reietted the Crow for his tathing : blabs be no companions for wiſe men, 
who wſe to think before they ſpeak,and yet not vtter allthey think, In his place, 
ſhe admitted the Owle, who ſeeth in darknes, and tis ſolitary and ſilent : all 
which properties are ag reeable tothe conditions of a Philoſopher & wiſe man. 
Athens was her chiefe delight: Athens was the moſt famorus and learned V ni- 
wer /itie inall Greece; andſhe xs the Lady of learning.

His hattewas of a chiecolor, brioht ana cleare, for, ſo is that celettiall 
fire of it ſelfe but his feete are lame,and ſo 55 eur earthly fire tmpure,and not a- 
ble to aſcend upwards diretty, but ſhake th and limpeth,thus way and that way, 
by reaſon of the terrene corruption: Or. ! f you take! Vulcan for the nateral 
heate of mans body , then he. may be therefore ſayd to be lame,becauſe this vis 
rall heate doth increaſe, decreaſe,and alter according to the difference of mens 
ages, and dinerſity of the conſtuutions and complettions of their bodies, and is 
newer one andthe ſame,or long like it ſelf. IiGire: offended, to ſee this fowle 
babe Vulcan take his mothers part, threw him out of heauen: and he falling 
in the Iſle Lemnos,brake his legge. 

Hitorically he raigned in et gypt,vas a ſtout warrior halted by a wound re« 
ceaved mn battaile,c5: firſt foundout the way to make armor of Iron;which gaue 
Carſe to theſe poeticallconceipts, calling him the black ſmith, forger of armor 
for all the Gods. ulcan was maryed to Venus : for without naturall heate, no

Ericthonius , to Coney his 
ſerpentine feete, inuented chariots toride m. Historically, lane he was , and

Vulcan was alſo called Mulciber,quaſi Mulcifer, quia mulcer ferrum :

He is paynted with a hat, as I ſayd before, lame black, ſwartie, filthy, for all the 
world like a ſmith :t his forge.

It is hiftorically reported, that Cadmnus vangquiſhing eneDraco , King of Diana 
Beotia , eftabliſhed himsſelfe in his throne + and that afterwards being beſet trivia, 
with the friends of the dead King who all combined themſelues together to re< 
wenne his d:ath, he politikely, with ſedit ions rumors, ſet them together by the 
eares among themſelnes, and ſo dictratting and ſenering their forces, eaſilie 
ouercame them: and this he did,by the aduiſe of Pallas: it being a part of wiſ- 
dom ;by theſe meanes toweaken the aduerſaries power, which otherwiſe vnited 
would be more ſtreng. Others,by the dragons teeth ſowed by Cadmus in Beo- 
tia, wnderſtand letters, which he first Falrke out of &gypt into Greece : 
and, by the ſeditions and murdering brethren, they meane the men learned and 
lettred the one ſtill confuting and oppugning the other. Nazianzenus hereby 
noteth them that abruptly climbe vp to honor and dignitie, from baſe and lowe 
degree without either vertue or erudition. 

Aczon fed and maintained a number of idle and unthankefull perſons xo- 
ted by his dog gi. Others expounde it thus : we ought not to be ouer curious and 
inquiſitine in þying and prying into thoſe matters, which be aboxe our reache,

and both are neceſſary for the continuall propagation of theſe inferior bodter, 
fith the corruption of one,is the generation of anothgr. Venus: fare, bewty 
enticeth to luit. She is naked,loue cannot be concealed. She is borne of the ſea, 
towers are inconftant like the troubled waues of the ſea: Hereof was ſhee alſo 
called Aphrodite ,of the froath of the ſea, being like toSperma. Shee is called 
Venus, qd adomniavyeniat, or elſe, a venultate : Swans and Dores drawe 
her chariot ; Doues are wanton and Swans are white and muſicall, bothbeing 
meanes to procure loue and luft. Myrrha is ſacred unto her, ſo is the roſe alſo : 
that becauſe it js thought to cauſe lone; this, becauſe it is fayre and fraile, 
pleaſant and pricking haning a thorne aſwell as a flowre ,as lone hath. In Saxo- 
ny.ſhe was fignred naked , in a chariot drawne with two Swannes and two 
dowes, her headbound with myrtle leanes, a burning ſtarre on her brea#t, a 
globe repreſenting the earth, in her right hand, and three golden apples in her 
left: Behinde her were the three graces back toback,, handin hand, and apples

His bowe ard arrowes note, that 
he hitteth a farre off:his burning lampe,the quicknins light andyet corſiming 
heate of lone, Dulcis amaror amor. | 

Venus haxing brought forth Cupid, and ſeeing that he did not thrine, and 
Crowe; was told by Themis, that if Eros had Anteros, if Cupid bad another 
Cupid for hes brother, who might contend in lowe with him, he would doe well, 
Venus herexpon,brought Med mota,ond preſently Eros remined', /oue was 
Iuſty : and.as the one increaſed or decreaſed, ſo did the other'nexer deliting, but 
either in others lone and liking. Eros was figured with a branche of palme in 
bis hand : Anteros contended to wref#t it from him, but couldnot, Hee that 
will be loued; mt loxe : ve ameris,amabilis cfto. We mutt contend to oner- 
come and get the palme and vittory by loning more,then we be loued.ſo allwe 
fill be lowed more, Fomes amoris amor.

Hercules was alſo ca/led Alcides, of 9a, force and might: he was the ſun of 


lupiter axd Alcmena: #i»,zs ſtrength and prowes. So then,Hercules is the type 
of a valiant contant,andreſolute Heros y wh of Iupiter,that is,endued with 
all hexucnly qualities cffetted by loucs influence, and ſo borne, as topurchaſe 
bimſelfe cternall fame and pr renowne through the world by his admira- 
ble aduentrres : which for that they were attempted and atcheenedby the mali- 
tions initigation and prowecation of Iuno ; himſelfewas thereof in Greeke na« 
med accordingly : for, *myis Juno; and wg lory,or renowne, as I haue aire 
mentioned : others hadrather derine the name,% ric «nic. which natethyertue 
 & valor. In his infancie he ſtrangled two ſnakes, the meaning is,that he began 
exen then to repreſſe wantonnes. Afterwards bee ſlew a Lyon ; noting wrath, 
pride,and craettie;e onercane Hydra,the almo#t innincible,c ſtill breeding 
beait, Enuy Hydra lurked in moores & fennes; Enuy creepeth on the ground, im 
baſe and abiett breits.Troy could not be takenwithout his arrowes: his arrowes 
are a figure of keroical fortitude.

kins »p,and ſtrangled him in the ayre : ſo the ſpirit ſtill ſirixerh with the body, 
bt euer can ouercome it,tell by lift it up ſo high fromthe ground.that with his 
feete.toweete his affe tions, be receaxe no new aſſiilance from his mother the 
earth. Diomedcs,who fed his wg with mans fleſh, was by Hercules enfor- 
ced to feede themwith his owne hody, By Diomedes mares, ſome vnderitand 
his whooriſh dauohters,who robbed cadreaftnd all that came unto them. He 
k:lled the m:ghty Hart he freed mens hearts fromfeare. He was exer conered 
3 1h the Lyons ſpoyle : a valiant man vſerh open and Lionlthe proweſſe, and 
115t zreacherous and foxelike wiler FI e brake one of the hornes of the huge rixer 
Achelous: he reduced one part of the ſaide riner into his woonted courſe which 
. 34s the cauſe of great fertulitie to all the countre : and therefore it is ſaide, 
that the horne was dekt with flowres,and called Cornucopiz,the Horne of 4- 
boundance, Fe fetcht may the golden apples of the Heſperides, kept by the 
waichirg Dragon : Hceipendes, the dar Heſperus, arc the Miive: 
their garden u inthe weatt wherein ow golden apples : for ſuch is the narmre 
of the ſtarres,to glitter like goldgand fone

round in ſhew like apples. They grow 
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 #« the weſt, becanſe the ſtars nener appeare, but when the ſunne ſetteth, and 
that 1s inthe weaſt : forall the day long they are obſcured, by the ſurpaſſing 
byht of the ſurme. The nener-[leeping Dragon, that watcheth theſe appier cr 
kerpeth the garden, ts the cyrele, called Signifer, Hercules brought theſe inte 
Grece, that ts, he brourhe Aſtrologie into hus countrey, Sowas he, for the [ame 
cauſe, fayned to beare the heauens on his ſhoulders, n hilft Atlas reſted him ſelf. 
becauſe he learned eAſtrologie of Atlas : who is therefore ſayd to holde 1p the 
heanens, becauſe he continually obſerued the motions of the heayens, and was 
thereof called Atlas, of «. which here ts a note f augmentation, and Tu, to 
beare and ſuitaine, The Pleiades and Hyades be called his daughters becauſe 
h: firſt notedtheir courſe, and obſerued their operation. Ouid in the fourth of 
b;s transformations maketh this Atlas tobe a king of Mauritania, trnew to 4 
1m3ntaine of his owne name, when Perſeiſs had ſhewed him Goroons head, 
for aenying him entertainment. In trueth, Atlas i a moſt huge and high hill 
&: Mauritania, ſo threatning the heanens,that it gaue beginning to thas ficts- 
#1. Sometimes Hercules # paynted olde and balde with his club how and hhafir, 
& ſmalchay yes or wyres drawen from his toung,to othermens cares:ſignifivng, 
that his ſircete toung » rought more,then his flrong body: and that the a ved e- 
loqueace is maſt prercing and auayleable,ag Homer maketh manifeſt under the 
perſo:: of olde\Duke Neltor, _ | . 

Thus did Hercules his ſearching and hereicallheart leawe nothing un- TU<pitinm | 
attempted : but by his reaching CApActtie, ard mrguiſut ie ſpeculation, pierced - TOY 
through heaxen and hel: yet ala; he that oucreame all, was at laſt onercoms © 
bimſelfe: He that maitredmen,vas w!) rpect by a women , ard enforced by her 
to ſpinne and handle a di/*affe in jtead of 11 Iron ciubbe : ſo aoth wantorunes ef 
feminare the moſt warlike hearts, and (5 much harder i; is, ta ve [65F pleaſare, 
rhen nat tobe puercome by payne, At length haning p:(ſed thrazygh ſo many 
perils, and being infected with @ ſhirt ſent him frozs Deianira, and poliuted 
with the venymous blood of the Centaure Neſlus , he burnt hin:ſeiſe on the 
mount Octa: that ts to ſay his terreftriall body bein 8 purged anapurified him- 
ſelfe was afterwards derfied and crowned with immortality.

Medcaltherefore{that is, ſuch as arewiſe and odniſcd) leanethher f4- 
ther, & teareth m peeces hey brother and children: taweete, allſuch aſſet+315 
a might bea let vnto ber, and eth away with Iaſon, the phiſii ran and curer of 
her infirmtics, i v5 i=ew1, to heale or cure. But when lalon gines himſclfe 
oner to filthines,then deth Medea. good counſel flic away in her c::ariot drawne 
with winsed Dragons, notin weſdome and policie. lolon was mary wayes en- 
danverca, before he could wn. 57%. the golden fleece: there is no man that can 
attayne to any excellency, without extraordinarie labour. The golden fleece 
wotcth cither great riches and treaſure,or fume and immortality. 
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Euridice, rhe wife of Orpheus, figwreth Appetitum, the coneting and de. 
ferin g faculty in man.T he ſerpent bytin 4 her heele,zs affettion OF concupiſence: 
for,veynes come from the beeker o thoſe parts which ave the inſtruments of luſt, 
Therefore when Thetiswaſht her ſonne Achilles im the Stygian waters, he was 
znuiolate and v1nvoundable in exery part of 11s body, ſauing only his heele, by 
the which ſhe held him when ſhe waſhed him, and in the ſame heele was hee 
wornded by Paris in the temple of Apollo, when he came to mary Polixena, 
that 15 to ſay, a feftion and lait to Polixenadrew on his confulon, In imita- 
tron whereof , the good Thomalin in the new Shepheards Kalender, ſmgeth 
thus ofthe winged boy.

; Orpheusthe huſband of Euridice, an eloquent and wiſe man, fo wroug bs 
the rud: people, that he made|them ſociable and conformable : when he obtei= 
ned the bringing backs of his| wife from Hell, he was inioned not once tg 
loohe back towards her: A ws man ought not to be withdrawen from hus con- 
rem! ition, by any paſſion ora ettion what ſocuey. 

Circe my be ercher prjfcay or ethically expeunded: phyfically thus, 
She was called Circe, a mitendo, of miygling and tempring : for in the ge- 
neratich of bodies , theſe foure elements, as we call them, nawst needs bee tem- 
prred: which commixtion and compoſition #5 done by the influence and opera- . 
tion of the Sunne: and therefore Circewas borne of the Sunne andPerſers,the 
diughter of Occanus. Perleis or Perle xs the humor and moyiture of the 
Occan, ſupplying the place of the matter or the woman, as the ſunne ts the ef- 
ficient or the man. Circe had foure-mayaens, the foure elements : they ga- 
thered hearbs and flowre: for her witcherie; theſe elements are autors of all 
mtions and alterations, Circe hcr ſelfe is immortath, the generation of things 
15 perpetuall. She transformed men into diners ſhapes: for, as 1 ſayd before, 
the corruption of one is the generation of anather , not the ſ:me , but altred 
and transformed. She dwelt in the Iſle £22, ſocalled of the groaning and 
wt ling of mortall bodies, which vy reaſon of the decay and diſſolution of this 
bo:lyli: compoſition; are ſubiect to diſeaſes and griefer: for, a, ae, ai, ai, fig- 
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niſicth, alas, alas. She could net transforme Viyfles : the ſoule cannot be 
deftroyed, though his companions, noting the elements coherent to the body, 
were changed, Shee wrought many wonders by mchanntig, ſhe darknea the 
Aloone, ayed the waters, dryed the fountaynes, burnt grafſe and hearbes, 
and ſo foorth ; wnorderly mixtion or compoſition, with abundance of vaponrs 
lified wp , darken the moone, and worke rwwemty ſuch like inconneniences. 
Ethically thus, lust ts cauſed of heate and moyiture, the Sunne, and Perlcis: 
If ſhe ower rule vs, ſhe transformeth vs into the ſhapes of ſexerall beaits, ac- 
cording to the ſundry beaitly pleaſuresrwherein we delight : wnles ſome hea- 
wenly helpe be aforded vs, as was ts Vlyſles. ſo Homer fayneth ſome of Vlyt- 
ſes companions to be dexoured by Polypheme the Cyclops, ſome by the Le- 
ſirigones,and ſome ſwallowed tp of Scylla,and ſuch as were not d;ſmayed with 
perils and dangers, did yet yeeld and gine oner themſelues to pleaſure and ſen- 
ſualitte, whereof diners became effeminate wth the delicacie of the wanton 
Phzaces: angethers in the region of the Lothophagi,by ta5ting forren fruit, 
aid forget their own contrey.7 he third ſort that reſiſtedboth pleaſure & paine, 
was euercome with coxetiſe; and,whilst Viyſles ſlept, opened the bagg ftufi 
with winde (which AEolus ſont vp,andgane to VIyiles) hoping it bad beer: 
foaredwith treaſure. Lastly, a number of them drawen away with ambition 
and vayn- .glorje would haxe yeeldedto the deceiptfull ſwreernes of the Syrenes, 
had not their ({apten ſtopped their eares with waxe, as I ſayd els-where , aud 
cauſed himſelf to be bound to:he mat of the ſhip: only Viyſles eſcaped. by het 
wenly help only,and lined with Circe fumiliarly, Horace,

The Pa#tors being now oxertaken by the Nymphs, be gan to beiftirre them- 
ſelues : among others, Ergaltus whoſe conrſe was then come, iojned Herma- 
phroditus ro is mother Venus, much after this manner. 


O:ing Lady YVenm, bare Mercury, Hermaphroderus, 

Hermaphroditus, ayouth ſo braue and like tothe father,

He is Semeles ſonne : that is,he is borne of the vine : for, Semele is ſo c::!- 
led, *3 18 ee 14 wide, of the ſhaking of boughes,her bo:yghes being exer toſſe1 
ad ſtillwaxering with the winde. louc was his father; for, ak, or a kinde 
of heate naturally incident wnto it : netther will vines growe in coldplaces, Ile 
was ſowedintoloues thigh,and ſo borne againe : for , wine ts eftſyanes preſſed 
and troaden with feete. He is a companion of the Myſ+r : wine quickeneth the 
wit, Womenbe his prieits * Women are ſooner ouercome with wine, then men. 
He was, of the © gyptians called Otis ; and was torne in peeces by the T i= 
tanesand enterred and yet renined and bad lis ſeuered limmes l1id together a- 
gaine: For of enery twiy or braunch or grift of the vinetree, cut off, and brurie 
ed in the earth,whole vinetrees ſpring forth againe.

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PD Apbreleci g euery body ſilent; knew it was time forher to ſpeake. 
Madame, al ſhe, I can neither fingnor f ay very well: but fith I muſt 
needestell ſom har, it is pood to begin betimes, that I may the Jooner 
make an ende. Thebeſt is, Imeane nottobe fo full of parables, as that 
Elpinus ſhall haue needto make any explication, Ihaue we my mother 
many times in good ſobrietie, make a long diſcourſe of certayne ſchollers 
of C.rmbridge, who would ncedes finde out ſome way to mount vp to 
hcauen, and ynderſtand thoſe myfteries which bee abouethe Moone, 
For this purpoſe they met togetherat Dawes croſle: where, after long de- 
bating of the matter, it wasreſolued by the full conſent of the learned al- 
ſembly, thatthey ſhould ſeeke and ſearch, paſſe and repafle, from Eaſtto 
Wealt , ſome by lande , ſome by ſea, till they had ſound the way to hea- 
ueu. O,it was a tweete fight,to beholde lomany la geheads and gentle ſpi- 
rites thus ynited and affembledrogether, All being ready, they all made 
haſte : ſome embarquedthemſelues,fome traueled by land : others ſtayed 
in villages adioyning , expecting ſome heaucnly apparition or reue- 
lation from aboue. They that were in the ſhip, began to conſult of their 
attempt; when, loe, on the ſodayn , ({uch grace the heauens afforde to 
them that be heauenly afteed) there came a ſtraunger, yet an Ace 
miqne, vnto them: who perceauing thattheir reſolution was, not to in- 
tcrmir their labour, till they had found the way howto goe to heauen a- 
live; rouldethem,that peraduenture, himiclte could giue them beſt dirc&ti- 

- ons forthat purpoſe: andthat, if they woutd giue him the hearing, hee 
would diſcourſe at large, both what himlelfe was, and how divers of his 
companions had attempred the like yoyage, and what had befallen them 
inthe ſame, Theyall thanked him, for his vnexpeRed courtefie; willed 
him toenterinto te ſhip, and'with this diſcourſe helpe them to forger 
the y_ and yrkſomenes of their trauel : which done, he thus began, 

] was borne and bred fue miles beyondS. Michae/r mount, foure Fl 

; mers beforethe preene winter : Satwrne was predominant at my natiuity : 
my father, a man of prouidence, perceauing my terreſtriall diſpoſition, 
would necdes haue me admitted a {choller in the Vniverfitie , called the 
arden, whereof we all werenamed Gardiners : OurConuocation houſe 
was a Harbor {yruate diredtly ynder the Arctike pole, where, every new 
Moone, my ſclfe and my fellow Gardiners afſem edtogcther, and ſan g 
ſach compolntions as ive had ſeuerally tramed ofthe yertue of hearbs, the 
pleaſaunt liquor of the vine,the ſweetnes of fruits, the profite ofhusband- 
ry,and dreſſing of Gardens and Orchyards:in ſuch fort that our Vniuerlity 
became famous, by reaſonof diuers learned monuments, daylic there de- 
utſed,and thence proceeding,tothe publike profit of rhe common wealth, 
as, I he vulgarDioſcorides, The Garden of Ladies, The moralization of 
the Georgikes, with many ſuch wonderous workes. And as © 1e 


— 
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were delightedindrefimgand keeping of Gardens; ſo did-we chooſe ys 
diſtinct names: & addtio:15.of ſeueral hearbs accordingly : ſothatone was 
called a Violet, attothera Thiitle, rhisLertuce, that Succaric; the reſt, ei- 
ther Borage, Hmlock, Paſnip, Comilip,Roſemary,or fornc like. Burfo ir 
fcll out on a day, as we werethus bufied in our Harbour, we heard of a re- 
porte ſcattered abroad, that a gencral deluge and inungation of iwaters 
{ſhould happen that yearc, as was foretolde by ſome idle Prognoſticators. 
This ſtraungencwestroubled the whole countrey; and,amony others, vs 
ooreGardiners: who, hauing read this lewd Almanack,and conlidering 
che loriſhing diſcourſesof thete Aftrologicalldoctors' (which'threatne 
the Vines, Gardens, and Orchyards,withblaRts, frolts, caterpillers , anda 
thouſand ſuch phantaſtical dangers layq our heads together, and dealt, as 
lamabour toell you. Firit we offered ſacrifice to Bacchi and Priapry, 
andthen concluded, toſerd ſome of our Vaiucrſity as ambaſladours rs 
heaucn : whioby this one journey, might doc a double teruice: the one, 
in ſeeing, whether theſe tale-teil Aftrologers had any ground for their 
predictions; the other inobtaining grace & mercieofthe Gods, by.graw» 
rig plenty & abundice, Among others; S xcchory, aplcaſant & metTy c6- 
panion, had this conc eipt in his head;to get yp to heaucn. It were good, me 
thinks,qd hezto finde outa great KC inightic Egle,fo ftrong, that lometwo 
ofvs might meunt on kis back; & he beare vs vp to the skies: Mary, we had 
need DE akek thele'2 benot tooheauy,or ouer-far &e corpulenr,lelt the 
Egle be overcharged. Therefore the Fexne/, and the Yioler, in my fancy,be 
the fixtelt forthis purpole, as being deftand nimble fellowes, and as light 
as may be. Nay,layd Corſlp, there is noxeaſon atall rovie the help of an 
Fgle in this matter, becauſe you know.that Jupiter himſelfe wasonce trant- 
formcd into ana. Egle,and caried vÞ to heauen an other kinde of burden, the 
Fennell or Vielet.. Thenout ſtept Hemlock, with his fryſe bonner, and ſayd; 
thathe had found a better and more compendious way to heauen, then 
char. It were not amifle,qd he,if wehad a cart;becauſc the iourney islong: 
and, the ambaſladours may by this meares trauel with greatercate and 4 
cilitic. Bel:ces this, they maytherein conucy ta O/xzpae, ſore of the beſt 
fruites of our Gardens,topreſentthe Gods withal ihenthey come thither, 
The graue aduice of this fote-calting Academike,was generally wel liked 
of: ſauing that they could not conceaue, who ſhould draw the Cart : and 
thereforethis inuention, the more pitie, came alſo to rothing. All the 
Academaile Gardiners deuiſed and muted much,howit might be broughe 
to paſſe, Some remenbring Laciars ſhip, thought it belt togoe by water: 
Otiers, racherby land, througa ſome great fonett j)as 'Danre did: ar la(t, 
they all agreed, that the ſurcſt way was, to 'make ladders of the poles 
that bare vp their "pppes , and by the meanes thereof, to bui'de and 
raylc vp atowre that t];ould ouer-looke the whole woulde ; and fo might 


. 
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they in ſhort time pierce the clowdes: and by certaine engynes ſtill draw 
vp new ſtuffe toincreaſe the heighrof theirfortification, it occaſion were, 
The towwre begun, and halte ended (tor many hands make light worke ) 
wee made choyce of three, the molt expert men in all our Voiverinie, 
in Aftrologie, Mathemacikes, and Philoſophie; to weete, Hem/rche. 
Paſrip, and the Th:itle, to be ambaſiadors. Theſe three gathered divers 
fruites, Rayſong,a:d hearbs, ro preſentthe Lordcs and Ladies of heauen 
withal}, and ro requett. Cuers booties in the behaltc ofour Vawerhitie.S0 
we brought and accompaniedthem with great joy , cuen vnto the Lad- 
ders, & {ay thetn mount vp chearefuly. Hemlock was one Dametas,of che 
Deareles parek, Fac-toris inaectinabile rothe Lady ofthe Lake. Paſmp was 
a braue peece of a man, about foure and _ yearesolde, fayre, (treight, 
and ypright, ſo nimble and light, thathe might well haue walketl on the 
edgeofalworde, or poyntofa {peare, The Thiſtle was more auncicnt, 
as hauing paſſed tull fortie yeares;and was wholly addicted to contem= 
lation. 

i After much mounting, whenthe learned 7 hi#F/e wasalmoſt arthe firſt 
heauen, be beganto obferueand marke, whether Srrabs, Prolomers, and 
ther mealuters ofthe world,had made a good furuey thereof. He viewed 
the toppe ofthe mount Parmvaſiu,xhcre Latlantive and Plitarchus apoins 
zed cha limices, of the deluge; and.perceauing- that from thence, it was a 
thouſand thouſand myles yp to heauen, hee laughed ar their follie, and- 
made 1 mock of Beroſes, ah would needes finde out the centre of the 

earth,by the Arke of Noah, Thus icſting at their ignorance, and hauing 
bis head full of Colmographicall Prechrteonthebemnd diſcourſe to 
his companions, ofthe fituationand dittance ofkingdomes, mountaines, 
ſeas,nucrs, & woadgofthe deuation of the Poles,the riting of the ftars , & 
the names of euery; province, withitheirlawes, ftatures, oalldens ane dit. 
fecent kinds of diſcipline. Heſhewed new-found worlds,neuver known to 
Africa, Ewrope,or Aſia. He made Aritorlean afle,who nener thought that 
al the Zonevnder the Zodiake was habitable. Withtheſe & the like ſpecu- 
Latians and ſweetelightes, theypaſſedthe time , and continued finther: on 
their igytney, her let them cominue a white, fayd theruler of the 
company that camefrom Dawes crofſe,n the mean time, whilſt your Gat- 
diners are mountivg vp to heauen, let. vs learne 'of you , what became of 
the fearful prediction ofthoſe Aſtrological maſters. Contert,qd the firaſi- 
ger, & thus it fell our. When theſe famous A ftralogers with theit wibers, 
5p ta{arcs, All rolabes,fignes,& u{lrutnentshad conchided for core! 
int, h3uhis inundatien ſhouldebſuc,yhbich would cucrflow & drown 


therbale world, ſochat not one perſon ſhould eſcape alive; publiſhing 
thistheircanceitabroad, by printing oftheir Almanacks and Prognolit= 
| 2 cations. 
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cations, ſhewing from day to day, in the houſes of great men and palaces 
of princes, the ſ1gnes, the ecliples of the moone, the coniunction of the 
planets, andother luch fahtahes, portending, as they ſayd, this future in- 
undation; they made eucry man teare, and many run vp to hills, that, if 
they mult ncedes dye, they might die laſt, and ſee others drownd before. 
Amongthe reſt, the Prior of Yaint Barcholomews, remoued from London 
to Harron hilland there beſtowedan hundred markes , in fortifiyng and 
furniſhing himſelte agaynſt the Alood. And now the time was at hand, 
when all ſhould come to naught : When (Iknow not by whatreuolution 
or influence} the ayre onthe ſodaine began to be black, clowds rolowre, 
and rayne to powre downe fo falt,that euery man verily belccued, the a- 
[trologicall predictions would prooue true in the ende, (ith they ſeemcd 
lo likely in the beginning, This made men., women, and children, 
tag and rag,toclimbeyp to trees,tothetopsof houſes,caſtles,and tceples, 
tolauerhcir liues. Allthe worldbeing thus on an vprore, there came an 
odde Aſtronomer,peraduenture hauingleſle learning, but ſurcly more wit 
then the others, who ſeeing, whata pirifull howling and lamentation was 
made on euery {ide,began with bitter words and vehemencie of ſpeech to 
inueigh agaynlt, the former Aftrologers, ſaying , they were ſeditious fel- 
lowes, worthy to be clapt by the heeles, and that all was ftarke falſe which 
they had put downe to the terror of the poore people, who of all other 
deaths were molt ynwilling to be choakte with water. This new doQor 
was for his labour, accompted a foole of wiſe and foole : for, flill as hee 
thus preached, itrayned {till Ar laſt, aboutrwo- or three houres after, as 
God would, the ayre began to cleare vp, the = ceaſed, the ſtorme was 
palt, and all«as well agayne. Then came foorth the amaſed people, from 
ercees, rocks,and Caſtles, diltrated berweene hope and feare, ſcarce reſol- 
ued whether themſelues were dead or aliue, asifthey had cone from the 
* new-found worlde, or outof Trophonixs den: and by degrees comming 
to their former ſence and witte , made great feaſts and bonfires, for ioy 
that they had eſcaped a daungert which neuer hangd ouer their heads, 
The Aſtronomer that gaue out this comfortable contradiction ; ſeein 

that all fell out according to his ſpeech { akhough peraduencure himſdlfe 
thought as the reſt did} bare himſclfe loftily; was made a door, and 
dubbed a knight for learning, which was neucrin his head : and the reſt 
were ſcorned tor fooles, which had publiſhed the contrary Prognoſticati- 
ons. Shortly after this, the firſt Aſtrologers, ſeeing themiſclues fouly ouer- 


{cene, and that this other doQtor, by fome Seraphical inſtin&had foretols 
the tructh, came vnto him, reuertced himasa Demy-God,& defired him 
to imparte vnto them, the ground of this his knowledge, and conceipe : 
which done , they would acknowledge him for their onely maſter and 
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Capten in all their Aſtrological ſpeculations, What ground,qd he?Mary; 


the ſurclt ground, Taſſure you. For, are you ſuch ſortes, toimagin, thatin 
this my prediction, I had regard to any aſtrological divination,and not ta- 
therto a molt ſure and vnfallible conſequence of reaſon , better then a 
thouſand obſeruations of fignes and conflellations? If this your vniuerlal! 
deluge had happened, my grand maſters and doors, who would then 
haue oceneleft aliue, to prooue me alyer, all the world being drowned? 
It ichappenednot,(as intructh ito falleth out) I was ſure of the general! 
applauſe of the people, for this my plauſible Prognoſtication. All the Cor- 
gregatio ſapientums laughed hereat: And now, (qd the chiefe of their com- 
pany) its like that your fellow Gardners, are alinoſt at heauen by this; 
therefore, continue your diſcourle , asthey , Ihope, haue continued their 
iourncy. With a good will, qd the ſtranger, and thus it came to paſſe. My 
tellowesat laſt came to a fayre and playne clowde, which tutched the very 
top of their tabernacle, thinking they had beene at their iqurneies cnd,and 
thatit had been an cafie matter, to haue diſpatched the rcſt on foote : but 
they miſſed theirmaike,and came ſhort of their account, which troubled 
them not alitle, And as they (toode thus conſulting withthemielucs, how 
they might ſafcly paſſe fyrther, beholde,there came on a ſodayne, a man 
and a wc man, riding on litle clowde, as thoughit had becne a courſer: 
who ſalurcd ther courteouſly , and bade them welcome; demaunding 
what they ſought for, inſo high a place, where it -was very difficult to 
mount vp further, and more daungerousto goc downe agayne; We are 
Academikes,qd Paſnip,and being of late troubled and perplexed with the 
repugnant conccipts of Aſtrologers , and menaced and threatned with 
their ynhappy predictions, haue traucled hither pwper to vnderſtand 
whether their diuinations be true or not : and. if, as they ſay, the Gods 
haue determinedto plague vs, and our gardens with ſterilitie and inunda- 
tions, then haue we divers petitions to be preferred tothe immortal Gods, 
onthe behalfe of our {clues and our Orchyards: which being once peruſed, 
and accordingly conſidered by their dine Maicſties, wee hauc brongie 
with vs ſuch {&1mple fruites, as our poore abilitie could afforde, to preſent 
their covleſtiall Deities withall. Iris a traungething, ſayd the man on the 
clowde, to ſee you here ſo high: but what contra Aion finde youamong 

our Aſtrologers? Me thinks you preſume very much, in daring to repre- 

end great clerkes,and mount yp tothe $kies, your ſelucs beg but Gardi- 
ners and ignorant men. Though webe Gardciners, qd the Thiſt/e, yet let 
not that be prejudicial ynto vs: Br my ſelfe am adoQor of Aſtrologie, & 
can yeeld you an accompt of the opinions of the Chaldtes,of gyptians,[n- 
dians, Mores, Arabians, ſewer, Grecians, Romaynes,modernes & ancients 
whartſocuer:al whoſe conceipts I finde as variable as the moone, & them- 
ſclues altogether Lunatike Pefore I make aunliwerc hereunto,qd the man 
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thatrode onthe clorwde, I will tell you my name: I am called Inteletre, 
vnderitanding, and this my fiſteris named Fartafe, or Opinion, Our duty 
ard function is,ro guide and conduRtto heauen, all ſuch perſons as here 
ariue, but not as you hauearyued : thoughindeede, by reaſon ofthe finall 
number ofthe that mount vp hither, we are not ſo peſtred with buſines, 
but that we haue leafure enough to canferre with you. Well then, m 

friends, you mult knoxv, that there be divers wayes here, all which will 
bring youto one and the ſame ende, True it is, that there is one way, 
through which very few paſle; becaulethey ſee ſo many ftrange and molt 
myraculousapparitions, that when they returne agayne to their compa« 
nions belov on the earth, they can meete with nothung there, to the which 
they may fully compare orrelemble thofe heauenlymyracles, when they 
feelers make reporte thereoftotheir friends, or other company, delirous 
of their ceele(tiall newes. And intructh, for any one that commeth hi- 
ther with a commendabledefire, ro rc forme the diſorders of mans life, 


there be fiuerhouſang, that ambiriouſly aredriuen forward by a fooliſh 


curioſitic, | 
| When wee brought hither Plato, Ariftotle , Prochus , Averrots, 


and others that haue diſcoutſeofthe heauens, wee'condutted them by 
ſuch a way, that'they fa but eight Spheres: Alberomemugna,lſuke,and 
many others were guitſed through another paſlage , and found outtnine 
Sphzres; and thus haue they cuerfrom time to-time, repugned their feb 
lowty conceipts. Without doubt, qd Hemlock, Ibclecucitis, asyou fay c 
for, ſo among vs bclow, ifa man asketiow many miles it is from Twg ford 
co Taſey; ſeanen fayth one; eight layth another; nay, lomanymen, ſo ma-= 


ny different nambers of miles: infomuchy thar hee which: would indeede 


know thetrueth, had ntede to brmg a line-with him and menfare- the

Theſe aſpiring wittes, quoth Jatelleftu4, when they are thus cleua- 

ted , roame and wanderabout the incomprehentible quantity of the hea 
ens, withoutmy companic, and frame of their owne invention, fiuc hun« 
dred fooleries and moniftrous imaginations in the heavens. Here they 
5aynta Bull, there a Dog ge, herea Goare;there a Lyon,and ſuch like; as 

xcarcs, horſes,and fiſhes + whereupon well might.the Philoſopher. Brdp 

reprehend their prepoſterus curiofitie, who could nor perceive a fiſh ſims

wpiter ſecingtheſe ſtrangers aryued in heauen, in habite of ambaſla- 
dors, bade them draw neate, himſelfthen fittin gin counſayle.Wlicie, the 
zolly proloquutor Hewloch, inthe name ofthe relt, began a brauc oration: 
& when he came tothe poynt to vie theſe words : Loe hete, the preſent 
winch Prizpus,the God of our carthly GardCs, hath ſent to your coelellial 
Maieſtics: he faiid nothing at all lcft in his pannyers. [xprter moued hereat, 
whould hcare him nofurther;but catching himan4 Paſnip by the hayrc of 
the head, threw them downe from heauen, to their Gardens on carth a- 
ayne : With this transformation, that they ſhould both thencefoorth 
Decks formcand natureof that roote, and weede,whereofthey barethe 
names. The 7h:iitle. being all this while in. heauen , and perceauing how 
rygorouſly his fellowes were handled; ſcratched off all his tender haire 
on his head , for very gricfe and anguiſh; ſo that irncucr after grew vp 
ſo firmly agayne, bur that euery yeare once (tor a memorall of this adray- 
rable accident ) eueric little blaſt of winde blewe it all about the 
heldes and Gardens, |

When he made any hgne ynto them, they were al ready and 
preit io obcy him; and at his commaunde rought this or that 1 pre Mon 
inthe crth, Arthe tcere of Tyme, ſtoode Deitery,with a booke bcture her: 
which Fortune and Chamnce did tofſe & turne inceſſamly, {omcetimes oucr- 
Skipping fig leaues,ſometinesten, ſometimes an hundred ſometimes a 
thoutand, as they thought good. Tyme cauled Deiten to write and lay 
downe al his decrees; comaunding fourc ot!;c; pcrſonages t to putthe fame 
in execution, toweet, Spring, Summer, Autumne, Winter : which toure, 
commaunade in hke ſorte,the Day and the N:oht: the Day and Night com- 
maundethe Howres; the Howres commaund tlie Minytes : the \ {inutE 
bringeth this or tharto pafſe im the world:and ſo doe they gouernethe lica-
